Maryland-based jockey 
Martinez dies of leukemia 

J ockey Fray Martinez, who rode in the Mid-Atlantic 
for two seasons, died April 6. He was 21 and had been 
battling leukemia. His death in his native Puerto Rico 
came hours after his wife, Yelitza, gave birth to their son. 

Martinez rode at Delaware Park, Laurel Park and 
Pimlico, but was frequently in action at all the region’s 
tracks. He won 83 races in the United States and 44 more 
in Puerto Rico. 

In December, he was diagnosed with acute Myeloid 
leukemia. 

The racing industry continues to raise money through 
gofundme.com to assist his family with contributions com¬ 
ing from a variety of sources including major donations 
from a fundraiser on Barbara Fritchie Day at Laurel Park 
in February, a contribution by XpressBet account-wagering 
company and a reader of The Racing Biz website. 


Virginia Equine Alliance 
announces 2016-17 plans 

T he Virginia Equine Alliance announced plans for 

Thoroughbred and Standardbred racing this year and 
next. Pari-mutuel flat races will be held as part of the 
annual May 7 Virginia Gold Cup and Oct. 24 International 
Gold Cup at Great Meadow in The Plains. 

In May, the Secretariat Stakes at F /2 miles will carry a 
$50,000 purse while the maiden flat at 1 mile will feature 
a $30,000 purse. Each race carries a Virginia-preferred 
condition. A Virginia-bred or -sired flat at 114 miles 
rounds out the action at $35,000. Virginia-bred horses will 
get two opportunities to compete in Maryland this year. 

A new event, Mid-Atlantic Day, is slated for June 25 at 
Pimlico. A Virginia-Bred Day at Laurel will be held Sept. 
24. Five $60,000 stakes will be contested. 

In 2017, pari-mutuel Thoroughbred racing will move 
to Morven Park in Leesburg, where plans are moving 
forward to renovate an existing, undulating steeplechase 
track. Once completed, the course will have an inner and 
outer rail, a starting gate and a 7-furlong chute. Excavation 
is expected to begin in late spring or early summer, with a 
14-day meet planned for 2017. 

A future Standardbred circuit also has been firmed up, 
with Woodstock becoming home to pacers and trotters in 
September. The VEA signed a lease with the Shenandoah 
County Fairgrounds to run a 10-day pari-mutuel meet over 
five weekends starting Sept. 10. An extensive renovation 
project will soon begin there. The half-mile oval, host to 
county fair, non-betting harness races for 98 years, will 
be widened and the turns banked to accommodate larger 
fields. 

The VEA also introduced a new website at 
virginiahors eracing. com. 


Won: With his first starter in 
more than eight years, Maryland 
trainer Michael Dickinson 
who returned to training after 
retiring in 2007. Dickinson 
sent out Augustin Stable’s Tide 
Is High to win a first-level 
allowance on the turf at Laurel 
Park April 2. 

Eyed: A return to the saddle 
this spring from a torn labrum 
and fractured shoulder, leading 
Maryland jockey Sheldon 
Russell. He was injured in a 
training accident in November 
and underwent surgery. 

A multiple meet leader in 
Maryland, Russell has 1,060 
career wins. 

Launched: The second 

phase of its Equine Health 
Study, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s National Animal 
Health Monitoring System. This 
will conclude the third national 
study of the U.S. equine 
industry. Data collection will 
begin again in May and continue 
through September. The second 
phase was postponed because 
of last year’s avian influenza 
outbreak, which led to the 
largest response to an animal 
disease emergency in U.S. 
history. The response required 
the USDA to temporarily 
reassign personnel that had 
been tasked with collecting 
data for the next phase of the 
study. These personnel are now 
available again to collect the 
data. The study was designed to 
provide participants, industry, 
and animal-health officials with 
information on the nation’s 
equine population that will 
serve as a basis for education, 
service, and research related to 
equine health and management, 
while providing the industry 
with information regarding 
trends in the industry for 1998, 
2005 and 2015/2016. For more, 
see http://I .usa.gov/1 SDDxkv. 


Signed: By Pennsylvania 
Gov. Tom Wolf, House Bill 
941 creating a new racing 
commission in the state. The 
nine-member commission will 
oversee Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred racing and consist 
of five members appointed 
by the governor and four by 
each of the four legislative 
caucuses. The law also changes 
the funding structure for drug 
testing and creates new license 
fees for racetracks and electronic 
wagering businesses. 

Banned: B y Parx Racing, the 
track’s leading trainer in 2014 
and 2015 Ramon Preciado, who 
faces 270 days in suspensions 
for the medication clenbuterol. 
Horses trained by Preciado 
tested over the limit for 
clenbuterol, a Class 3 medication 
on the Association of Racing 
Commissioners International 
list of five categories, six times 
starting in February 2015. 
Clenbuterol is a bronchodilator 
used to treat horses’ airways, but 
can also act much like a steroid 
to help build muscle. Four 
violations happened at Parx 
(two in February 2015, one in 
October and one in November) 
while two occurred at Delaware 
Park (August and September). 

He was fined and/or suspended 
in all cases with the most recent 
case drawing a $5,000 fine and 
a 180-day suspension. Preciado 
appealed the final two rulings 
last year. Published in April by 
the Daily Racing Form , the ban 
called for a refusal of Preciado’s 
entries and prohibited him from 
entering the grounds. Preciado 
won three races April 10 and 
four April 11. Three horses 
trained by Preciado in their 
most recent starts were entered 
by trainer Chloe Bradley (who 
also ran Preciado-trained horses 
in Florida this winter while he 
served a 21-day suspension for 
the Delaware Park violations) at 
Parx April 16 and 17.

For Hogan, blazing 
a trail is ‘quite the ride’ 

From tomboy to renowned veterinarian , it's been quite thejourney for Dr. Patty Hogan, 
perhaps best known to the public as the doc who saved Smarty Jones’s eye.

I n the summer of 2003, Dr. Patricia Hogan treated a chestnut 2-year-old who had 
arrived at her New Jersey clinic with his head practically smashed in. Yet to make his 
first start, the colt was trying to earn his gate card when he instead crashed into the 
starting gate, badly injuring his eye and the side of his face. 

“He was sent to me to have his eye removed,” recalled Hogan recently. “It was a 
bad injury and he had a skull fracture, but I made the decision to treat him medically, 
and not to remove the eye.” 

Less than a year later Hogan watched, along with millions of others, as that horse 
ran a desperate length short in trying to become the first horse to win the Triple Crown 
since Affirmed in 1978. “Smarty Jones wasn’t famous when he came to me,” she said. 
“The Chapmans didn’t know what they had. To find out a couple of months later that 
he was that talented. . . that was quite the ride.” 

“Quite the ride” might also describe Hogan’s journey from pedaling her bike as a 
kid to Johnson Park, a Standardbred fair track not far from her New Jersey home, to 
owning a surgical clinic that has treated many of Thoroughbred racing’s superstars. 

Describing herself as a “tomboy who played with Lincoln Logs instead of Barbies,” 
Hogan remembered being told that working with horses, especially as an equine ortho¬ 
pedist, was “no place for a lady.” But the teenager who, instead of riding horses at an 
expensive stable, mucked stalls at Johnson Park just to be around horses, ignored the 
naysayers, learning to drive harness horses and heading to the University of Delaware 
to study animal science before applying to veterinary schools. 

With only a couple of dozen vet schools in the United States and grades that she 
characterized as “average,” Hogan was undeterred even when her advisor sat her down 
and told her, “You’re never going to make it.” 

“He laughed at me when I told him that I wanted to do surgery,” she said. 

She didn’t get in the first time she applied, but, putting her stall-mucking skills to 
work, she went to work at the University of Pennsylvania’s New Bolton Center. 

“My parents had a party when I graduated from college,” she said, “and when 
people asked me what I’d be doing after graduating, I told them, ‘Cleaning stalls.’”

In 140 runnings of the Preakness, some 
victors left no doubt. The margins were 
great, the performances were sheer 
dominance-whether it was the track, the 
competition or the alignment of the stars. 
Sometimes, the winners were that good. 

Last year’s Triple Crown winner 
American Pharoah added his name 
to the list of winners, now totaling 13, 
who won by 6 lengths or more. 

A dozen are pictured here, the other was 
1889 winner Buddhist. Three are Triple 
Crown winners. Three others were foaled 
in the Mid-Atlantic (Smarty Jones, Hansel 
and Bold). 

All were sensational. 


SMARTY JONES (2004, by 11 'A): The record for 
the largest winning margin in Preakness history is 
held by Pennsylvania-bred Kentucky Derby winner 
Smarty Jones, who galloped away from his rivals, 
as Rock Hard Ten settled for a distant second. 



HANSEL (1991, by 7): It's been 25 years since 
Virginia-bred Hansel soared to victory in the 
Preakness, which almost didn 't happen when a 
poor showing in the Kentucky Derby (he was 1 Oth) 
nearly had his connections bypass the race. 




AMERICAN PHAROAH (2015, by 7): The heavens opened as the Preakness 
horses were being saddled, but the downpour and a soupy track did not thwart the 
soon-to-be Triple Crown winner, who shot to the front out of the gate and stayed there. 


LITTLE CURRENT (1974, by 7): Late running Little Current was nearly a dozen 
lengths off the pace and in last after a half mile, charged up along the rail, 
took control around the turn and drew off in the stretch to win as he pleased.

I t was definitely not a case of love at 
first sight. When Meredith Somerset 
met Riddle, she was much more taken 
with the other two horses who had 
arrived on the van with him. Standing less 
than 16 hands without a white hair on 
him, Riddle was much less eye-catching 
than his travelling mates. 

“He was just a plain, little brown horse 
and he didn’t do much for me,” she said. 

These days, Somerset can’t stop talking 
about the 15-year-old gelding who, she 
says, has become the standard by which 
all other horses are measured. 

Somerset didn’t realize it at the time, 
but she and Riddle had crossed paths 
before. Attending the 2010 Colonial 
Cup steeplechase at Springdale Race 
Course, the Camden, S.C., resident was 
captivated by a horse on the card named 


Sunshine Numbers. Owned by Sue Sensor 
and trained by Arch Kingsley, Sunshine 
Numbers won a starter allowance by a 
length over his stablemate, Riddle. 

Wrapping up a successful reinvention 
over hurdles that day after two seasons at 
the flat tracks, Riddle had begun his career 
with legendary trainer Allen Jerkens. Out 
of the Eastern Echo mare Clarify, Riddle 
was bred in Kentucky by Joseph V. “Jerry” 
Shields Jr. Shields had also bred and raced 
Riddle’s sire, the multiple graded stakes 
winner Wagon Limit, who won the 1998 
Jockey Club Gold Cup-Gl for Jerkens. 

Racing three times in New York as 
a 2-year-old in 2003, Riddle was sent 
to Florida for the winter and broke his 
maiden within the first few weeks of 
2004 at Tampa Bay Downs for trainer 
Chuck Simon. Forwarded to Graham 


Motion’s barn at Fair Hill Training 
Center that April, Riddle scored a win 
but had otherwise modest results for the 
remainder of 2004. 

In June 2005, Riddle made his debut 
over jumps at Colonial Downs with 
Kingsley and his new owner, Bill Price’s 
High Hope Stable. Second that day, 

Riddle won his next three. 

He won the Founders’ Cup Hurdle 
Stakes at Little Everglades in March 2007 
and made two starts in graded stakes 
company before an injury sidelined him 
in late April. After a three-year absence, 
Riddle returned to the races in 2010 for 
Kingsley and new owner Sensor, making 
six starts-including the spin around the 
Camden course with Sunshine Numbers. 

“He’d had a slab fracture of his 
accessory carpal bone in his right 
knee, so he got a little time off after 
that,” Somerset said. “Sue didn’t want 
to see him end up in the wrong hands 
and get run into the ground. Sunshine 
overshadowed Riddle, even though Riddle 
is a fabulous horse. So Sue retired him.” 

He’d earned it. Riddle headed back 
around the corner to Kingsley’s Long 
Leaf Farm after 30 starts with a mark of 
7-5-3 and $148,955. 

The original plan was for him to 
retrain as Sensor’s foxhunter. After some 
downtime at Kingsley’s, he was sent 
across town to Jim Wooldridge’s Timber 
Creek Farm where Wooldridge’s daughter, 
Sara Dill, would remake him for the field. 
And that’s when Riddle and Somerset 
were formally introduced. 

“I was there the day Sara brought him 
to the farm. She had three bay geldings in 
training; two were Sue’s. I liked the other 
two better; just their personalities. Sara 
was always singing his praises—he was 
such a great mover, so smart. But I was 
like c Meh, yeah, whatever.’” 

When health issues kept Sensor on the 
ground, Somerset began riding Riddle. 

“I think you guys get along really well,” 
Sensor told Somerset. “He’s used to you 
and there’s nothing I’d rather him have 
than a great home with someone who 
loves him.” 

A small animal vet for a practice 
in Lancaster, S.C., Somerset grew up 
foxhunting in Rixeyville, Va., and actually 
shares another common thread with 
Riddle’s former trainer Kingsley. 

“I have a really weird connection with 
Arch because my stepdad and his dad 
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were pilots together. They flew together for years. My stepdad 
used to get a bunch of his foxhunters from Arch Sr., and when 
he found out I was moving to Camden he mentioned that Arch 
Jr. trained down there. He told me to call Arch because he always 
has such great horses.” 

In the three years since buying the gelding from Sensor, 
Somerset and Riddle have left very few stones unturned. They’ve 
whipped for the Camden Hunt, competed in hunter trials, 
ponied and mentored young horses in training at Timber Creek 
Farm. In late March, the pair represented the Camden Hunt at 
hound performance trials in Southern Pines, N.C. 

“Every hunt brings five of their best hounds and a different 
huntsman hunts them. There were about 140 people riding in 
the field—judges, whips zooming in and out. It’s a lot of action 
and craziness. It was so much fun, and Riddle was great.” 

Somerset calls her partner “The Camden Horse” because so 
many local horseman remember his racing days. 

“People are always coming up and telling me what a fabulous 
horse I have and how much they loved watching him when he 
was running. And that’s one of the things I love most about 
Camden. There is such a sense of community here.” 

The community still follows Riddle enthusiastically in all of 
his endeavors. And his next undertaking will be no exception. 

On June 20, Somerset and her mother will load Riddle and 
another mount in their trailer and head to South Dakota for a 
two-week camping trip. 

“It’s quite the adventure going out there,” Somerset said. “It’s 
a solid two days driving. We’re pretty good at it. Somebody’s 
sleeping at all times, and we rotate drivers. I took a younger, 
greener horse out there last year.” 

This time, it’s Riddle’s turn. He has accompanied his owner 
for some local camping, but this will be his biggest trek to date. 
Somerset’s not worried. 

“Riddle is phenomenal. Just go anywhere, do anything, throw 
him on the trailer and he takes his job very seriously. He’s such a 
professional and does everything with great style. Everything he 
touches turns to gold.” ^

Preakness 
time brings 
reflection, look 
toward future 


A h, May. Remember last year’s 
Preakness? The build-up, the 
buzz, the “American Pharoah this” 
and “American Pharoah that” and all 
the “When will he get here?” questions 
leading up to the race. The midnight-gray 
clouds, wind, the rain, the storm, the 
thermometer dropping from 86 to 56 
(amateur meteorologist) in what felt like 
three minutes on raceday, the soaked silks, 
saturated shoes and sopping suits. 

Yeah, all that. 

I’ll remember standing in the enclosed 
Pimlico Race Course paddock moments 
before the start and making way for the 
Baltimore Police Department’s mounted 


patrol unit to come in out of the storm. 

I looked at those horses and those riders 
and wondered what they’d been through 
in the last month. Baltimore had erupted 
in protests, looting and riots over the 
arrest and death of Freddie Gray in April. 
Just two weeks before the Preakness, a 
curfew was lifted in the city and the 
National Guard withdrew. Horses can’t 
talk, but I imagined them telling me, “We 
lived through all of that, and now we’ve 
got this? How did we get here? Who’s 
pulling these strings? Can’t we just look 
good, do some basic crowd control and 
then go eat hay?” 

And then American Pharoah went out 
and blitzed to step two on his historic 
Triple Crown march. In a post-race scrum 
in the paddock, Bode Baffert told his 
father Bob, “One more, Dad.” The Hall 
of Fame trainer, and anyone who heard 
it, laughed. 

To that point, Baffert had needed one 
more three times—with Silver Charm, 

Real Quiet and War Emblem. Each failed. 
Baffert’s, and racing’s, one more finally 
came three weeks later in the Belmont 
Stakes and nothing was ever the same. 

After 37 years, racing had its Triple 
Crown winner. American Pharoah wound 
up on the Today Show, Good Morning 
America and SportsCenter— the modern 
equivalent of Secretariat’s Time, Newsweek 
and Sports Illustrated covers in 1973. 
American Pharoah, of course, produced 
an encore—adding the Haskell and 
Breeders’ Cup Classic to his Horse of the 
Year campaign. He lost Saratoga’s Travers 
to Keen Ice in between, but the trip to 
upstate New York felt like a victory when 
15,000 turned out to watch him gallop 
and another 50,000 rattled the track’s old 
bones for the race. 

And now it’s 2016. 

Americah Pharoah is at Ashford Stud, 
where standout broodmares arrive for 
him every day. Racing is left to soldier on 
without its hero. 

Will the at-long-last Triple Crown win, 
which bumped Affirmed and his people 


from trivia-game hell, usher in a new 
era of Triple Crown winners? Affirmed 
(1978) followed Seattle Slew (1977) and 
Secretariat in a string of three for that 
decade. Near-sweeps also occurred 
in 1979 (Spectacular Bid) and 1971 
(Canonero II) to give the decade a sense 
of Triple Crown regularity. Maybe the 
same awaits the second half of the 2010s. 

Like Baltimore, racing seems a bit 
calmer since the 2015 Preakness. 

The Maryland Jockey Club keeps 
upgrading its facilities, and discussions 
frequently fly about a “new” version of 
Pimlico, at Old Hilltop or somewhere 
else. In April, Maryland’s state legislature 
passed a bill authorizing lottery funds 
to help revive the Washington, D.C., 
International turf race and explore the 
creation of a $500,000 Maryland-bred (or 
sired) bonus on the Preakness. Bring it. 

Nationally, pari-mutuel handle 
increased in 2015 after two years of 
decreases and the foal crop seems to have 
stabilized at about half what it was in 
1990. 

Again, like Baltimore I’m sure, unrest 
exists under the surface. 

Medication reform tops the list and 
will likely stay there for some time. I’m for 
national uniformity, but also for sensible 
and scientific threshold levels that inspire 
confidence, not more questions. As 
importantly, I’m for tougher penalties for 
violators. Racing should be tired of the 
status quo when it comes to trainers with 
lengthy suspensions simply turning horses 
over to assistants or trainers in name only. 
Owners who support such activity should 
be ashamed. 

Horse welfare, slots legislation, 
overlapping racing dates and the endless 
push and pull between what’s good for 
the top versus what’s good for the bottom 
of the game vie for spots on the list as 
well. 

The magic will always come from 
performances on the racetrack, however, 
and that will never change. Just ask 
anyone at the Preakness. ^

Fifty years on, Maryland's only Derby 
winner brings back fond memories

Virginian. His breeders, veterinarian 
Dr. Frank O’Keefe and his wife 
Billie, operated Pine Brook Farm 
near Warrenton as a commercial 
operation. The foals were normally 
born there, but the Maryland Fund 
changed the thinking a bit and Pine 
Brook sent the mare Sweep In to 
Sagamore Farm. She was carrying a 
Native Dancer foal and was sched¬ 
uled to be bred back to another 
Sagamore stallion so there were sev¬ 
eral factors at work, but economics 
played a big role. 

“There was no racing in Virginia 
then, no breeders’ fund, so why not 
do it?” Win O’Keefe said. “The 
Prince George’s Stakes at Bowie, 
one of his preps for the Derby, 
was restricted to Maryland-breds so 
it was a good decision all the way 
around.” 

That thinking was exactly what 
the Maryland Fund’s originators had 
in mind, and it still fuels much of 
today’s thinking behind incentives 
for breeders, owners and stallion 
owners in the state. 

“It shows that every time there’s 
a serious cash infusion in the 
Maryland Fund, not all that long 
later something extraordinary hap¬ 
pens,” said Mike Pons, of Country 


T |ie students and teachers at Episcopal High School in 
Alexandria, Vaknew Will O’Keefe came from a horse 
family. He’d explained that to them. And they believed 

him. 

But they surely weren’t prepared for what happened in 1966 
as Kauai King charged home first in the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness Stakes much to the joy of the senior class at 
Episcopal.

“They went 
for it,” O’Keefe 
said last month. 
“They knew we 
had horses 
before he came 
along, but noth¬ 
ing that good. 
We were rela¬ 
tively small 
breeders. We 
had 10 mares 
and might have 
six foals a year.” 

O’Keefe 
watched the 
Derby and Preakness on television 
at school as his parents traveled to 
the first two legs of the Triple 
Crown. Graduation came the day 
before the Belmont Stakes and the 


O’Keefes flew to New York to wit¬ 
ness history. Only it didn’t happen. 
Bidding to become racing’s ninth 
Triple Crown winner, Kauai King 
finished fourth behind Amberoid. 

“I don’t know that I was much 
of a good-luck charm,” O’Keefe 
said with a laugh. “He won the two 
I didn’t see in person.” 

Missing out on a Triple Crown 
did little to diminish Kauai King’s 
status in the O’Keefe household, or 
in regional racing lore-as 50 years 
later he’s still the only Maryland- 
bred to officially win the Derby 
as Dancer’s Image was disqualified 
from a win in the 1968 edition. 

Born just a year after the creation 
of the Maryland Fund, the first 
state-bred incentive in American 
racing, Kauai King was really a

Life Farm. “That’s what happened 
then. There’s a photo on my wall 
from 1967 with 30 mares on the hill 
getting fed. They were here because 
of the Fund and that was the bread¬ 
crumb trail that brought success to 
Maryland.” 

Pons and others hope history 
repeats itself with today’s recently 
bolstered Maryland Fund program 
tied to slot-machine revenue, but 
they would be remiss if they didn’t 
pay some credit to Kauai King. 

But back to the history lesson. 

Marylander Gough Thompson 
bought Sweep In from Calumet 
Farm after owner Warren Wright 
died. Barren at the time, she was 
mated to Faultless and produced 
$100,000 stakes winner Inswept 
for Thompson. Unfortunately for 
Thompson, he’d sold Sweep In by 
the time Inswept got to the races. 
Frank O’Keefe was the buyer, for 
$4,500 at Keeneland in 1955. At 
Saratoga in 1957, O’Keefe sold a 


Sun Again colt eventually named 
Nimmer for $17,000. 

A year later, Sweep In’s colt by 
Royal Coinage sold at Saratoga 
for $21,000 and unknowingly set 
in motion the Kauai King story. 
Bloodstock agent Tom Gentry 
bought the Royal Coinage colt 
(eventually named On the Road) for 
owner Eugene Mori. The colt was, 
as Frank O’Keefe told The Maryland 
Horse in 1966, the fastest foal ever 
produced by Sweep In. 

“He was absolutely brilliant,” 
O’Keefe said then. “But they worked 
him too fast, too soon. When he was 
a 2-year-old with very little training 
behind him he went five-eighths in 
58 and change. It was a sensational 
move. But he developed into a roar¬ 
er soon after that.” 

A Virginia-bred, On the Road 
never won but Gentry was —appar¬ 
ently — sold. 

Sweep In was barren three of the 
next five years. Her foal of 1959, 


Arctic Sweep, was a winner. Her 
1960 foal, Naval Citation, sold for 
$15,000 at Saratoga and was later 
repurchased by O’Keefe to join the 
broodmare band. 

Kauai King was born at Sagamore 
in 1963 and he and his dam returned 
to Pine Brook. 

“I was just a kid then, but I 
remember he had a little tempera¬ 
ment,” said Will O’Keefe, now a 
fixture in Virginia racing as the 
announcer at steeplechase meets 
and point-to-points and keeper of 
the central entry point-to-point 
database system. “You can’t say he 
wasn’t a nice horse. He had a little 
spirit, but it was all manageable.” 

In 1964, the Pine Brook horses 
shipped to the Saratoga sale-where 
Gentry made sure he took a good 
look. The Kentuckian spent $42,000 
on behalf of Nebraskan Mike Ford 
to buy On the Road’s half-brother— 
and a Kentucky Derby winner. 

O’Keefe recalls smiles all around. 
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“We were very pleased for having 
sold him for what at that time was 
the most we’d ever sold a yearling 
for,” he said. “It doesn’t sound like 
much, but in the 1960s it was.” 

Kauai King ultimately went to 
the barn of Henry Forrest, one of 
the nation’s top trainers and a post¬ 
humous inductee into the National 
Museum of Racing’s Hall of Fame 
in 2007, and broke his maiden at 
Arlington Park as a 2-year-old. By 
March 1966, he was noted as the 
“best of the Maryland-breds” in the 
3-year-old crop. 

He’d never raced in Maryland, 
but that soon changed. Off a win in 
the Fountain of Youth at Florida’s 
Gulfstream Park, Kauai King won 
the Prince George’s Stakes (for 
Maryland-breds) at Bowie April 13. 
He returned 10 days later and won 
the Governor’s Gold Cup. Next 
stop, Kentucky. 

Named by Ford after the uncon¬ 
querable Hawaiian island of Kauai 


in hopes that his horse would him¬ 
self be unconquerable, Kauai King 
was favored in a field of 15. From 
post 12, Don Brumfield sent the 
favorite right to the front and the 
Maryland-bred led at every call. 
He scored by a half-length over 
Advocator and Blue Skyer. 

Writer/photographer Peter 
Winants covered the big race for the 
May edition of The Maryland Horse 
and took readers on an adventure— 
part journalist, part cheerleader, all 
racing fan and 100-percent magic. 

You put off getting reservations 
and end up taking the milk plane out 
of Washington at three in the morning. 
With the time difference, you arrive at 
Touisville at 3:45 Thursday morning 
and you are afraid to check into the 
hotel and catch some sleep because you 
might not have the guts to wake up. So 
you grab the camera and find a bus to 
Churchill Downs to arrive when the 
sun is having a hard time shaking 
loose. 


Kauai King is in Barn 34, but the 
big horse won't be on the track until 
seven at the earliest, so you go to the 
track kitchen and eat and relax and 
listen to the usual line of chatter. You 
hear your horse mentioned in a variety 
of pronunciations. You are told that 
it's proper to substitute the Kfor an H 
and say it like Hawaii. That figures, 
because Kauai is a large Hawaiian 
island. But racetrackers aren't always 
proper. They call him Kawa, Cawee, 
Kali and just about anything else. 
Everyone seems to know how to say 
‘King.' 

Back at the barn the actors gradu¬ 
ally appear on the stage. Kauai King 
looks a bit more drawn than when 
you last saw him at Bowie a couple 
of weeks ago. He'll gallop this morn¬ 
ing, blow out three-eighths on Friday, 
and, on Saturday afternoon, God only 
knows what he'll do. 

The articles and photos took up 
21 pages, and introduced Ford (who 
made a fortune on the invention of

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a device that sped up the loading of railroad cars with 
grain), Forrest (who never let the pressure of training 
a Derby favorite get to him) and Kauai King’s groom 
James “Popeye” Stevenson (who told it like it was). 

Back at the barn before the race, someone touted 
the chances of second choice Abe’s Hope. As Winants 
wrote, Stevenson was having none of it and retorted: 
“Hell, he don’t have no more chance to beat me than a 
dead fly with his wings clipped.” 

Popeye must have been some interview. Winants 
hung out at the barn, did the pre-race walkover before 
it was something everybody did and watched the race 
from a spot on the first turn. 

“They’re off!” startles your thoughts and Kauai King gets 
a call at the break. He’s in front at my turn , and, as I run 
towards the finish, I catch Bernie Bond’s horse (Quinta) chas¬ 
ing him down the back side. You yell stay out there Cawee, 
Kali, Kawa and try to substitute a Kfor an H, but it doesn’t 
work and you yell: “Come on you Hawaiian Maryland-bred.” 
You get a terrific thrill when you know your horse wins and you 
fight andpush and shove for a winner’s circle picture. 

You leave the milling confusion and walk back to the barn 
with the hero. Popeye puts his arms around Kauai King’s 
neck and says “Baby, if you could bake bread I’d marry you 
tonight. ” 

That’s how we win the Kentucky Derby. 

And that’s how you tell it. 

A Derby victory happened again for Maryland two 
years later when Dancer’s Image crossed the finish line 
first but was disqualified due to a positive drug test. 
Forward Pass, trained by Henry Forrest, wound up with 
the disputed win. 

And it hasn’t happened since. 

The whys and wherefores are many, but life goes on. 
Kauai King, of course, brewed even more Maryland 
pride by winning the hometown Preakness at Pimlico 
two weeks after the Derby. With much of the state’s 
Thoroughbred powerbrokers on hand, Kauai King 
went to the Belmont looking to make history. The Triple 
Crown hadn’t been won since Citation in 1948. As the 
racing world would come to know, pain awaits near the 
end of the lVAmile Belmont Stakes. 

This time, in June’s magazine, Snowden Carter tried 
to do it justice. 

Like he said he was going to do, Mike Ford shot craps 
with the big horse. 

After two passes, he let his money ride on the Belmont. 

All of Maryland read them and wept. 

Mike could have syndicated Kauai King before the 
Kentucky Derby, before the Preakness and before the Belmont. 
On each occasion he declined, knowing that the horse’s value 
would raise or fall, depending on the outcome of the race. 

The Nebraska gambler went all the way. 

“I’ll talk syndication after the Belmont, ” he declared. 

It turned out to be a bad time to talk. 

As usual, there were plenty of theories as to why 
the loss occurred. Some blamed Brumfield for holding 
Kauai King back early. Others pointed to the grind of 
the three races. In reality, as usual, a combination of fac¬ 
tors decided a horse race.

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Ford was gracious. Maryland owner Larry Boyce, 
simply a fan when it came to Kauai King, brought cham¬ 
pagne to the barn and offered a toast, “In sickness and 
in health, in victory or defeat-don’t get discouraged.” 

Caring for his horse, Popeye had little time for moral 
victories. 

Carter set the scene: 

When the washing was finished and Kauai King was on 
the walking ring, Popeye looked up and down the shedrow 
with belligerent eyes as though expecting company which hadn't 
arrived. 

He had grown accustomed to invasion by reporters. 

But now there was silence. Only the mechanics of cooling 
out a horse were discussed: Get that bucket. Watch that shank. 
Pull your cooler over. Hold him still while I blow in his eyes. 

There wasn't much point in asking Popeye how he felt, 
but I asked. 

Replied the groom: 

( Tt's as sad as President McKinley'sfuneral. Everybody in 
the country cried then. 

<( Hell, I'd rather have been whipped with a two by four 
than lose this race. 

u This race was everything. 

<( Any bum might jump up and win a hundred thousand 
dollar race. But the Triple Crownl That's once in a lifetime." 

As Carter pointed out to start the story, Ford declined 
syndication offers after the Derby and Preakness, then 
watched the potential historic payday evaporate with the 
Belmont loss. 


The Nebraskan, who’d spent much of the spring in 
Maryland, rolled with the punch though the consolation 
prize of a $2.16 million stallion syndication deal didn’t 
hurt. 

“Everybody asked us afterward, 'Don’t you wish 
you’d have kept him?’” O’Keefe’s son recalled of the 
horse’s racing career and subsequent stallion agreement. 
“My father never said that. What we did was sell sales 
yearlings.” 

A few months after the Belmont, O’Keefe sold a 
half-bother to Kauai King, by *Rasper II, for $88,000. 

“Virginia at the time was next to Kentucky as the 
leading state for production of Thoroughbreds, the days 
of Newstead, Keswick, Morven Stud, Meadow Stud. . . 
There was a very vibrant breeding industry in the state,” 
said Will. “But for small breeders like we were, that was 
a ton of money for those days. Kauai King was the high¬ 
light of my father’s career breeding horses.” 

The syndicate members included a host of locals — 
Alfred Vanderbilt, Jerry Hoffberger, Allaire duPont, 
Marion duPont Scott, Eugene Weymouth, Cortright 
Wetherill, Whitney Stone and even Frank O’Keefe-and 
(after injuring a suspensory in the Arlington Classic) 
the Derby hero was retired to stand at his birthplace, 
Sagamore Farm. 

Maryland’s star didn’t shine forever, as he disappoint¬ 
ed as a stallion. He was eventually moved to England for 
the 1972 and 1973 breeding seasons and then to Japan, 
where he died in 1989. ^

Region sends quality 3-year-olds 
major races as 2016 stakes get higher

S tuart Grant thought about the question, then tried to answer. 

“The gameplan is I have 32 mares, they’re going to produce 24 or 
so foals a year. The idea is to sell a dozen and keep a dozen and hope¬ 
fully the ones you sell support the ones you keep and you get them to the 
races at zero cost. That’s the business plan. It doesn’t always work, but. . .” 


Bob Manfuso thought about the ques¬ 
tion, then tried to answer. 

“We go to the sale and try to be realistic. 
We put a fair value on the horses and if 
they sell, they sell.” 

Christian Hansen thought about the 
question, then tried to answer. 

“We are commercial breeders. We do 
not retain a lot of horses. We race a little 
bit, mosdy fillies we either buy or we bred 
to retain.” 

In April, Grant, Manfuso and Hansen 
were in the unique positions of being 
directly responsible for some of the coun¬ 
try’s most-talked-about 3-year-olds — all 
bred in the Mid-Atlantic — as attention 
turned to the biggest races in the division. 
The men were also in the unique position 
of no longer owning any of them. 

Grant bred Kentucky Derby-Gl hope¬ 
ful Mor Spirit in the name of his Elkstone 
Group equine operation in Pennsylvania, 
and sold him as a yearling. Manfuso bred 
the filly Cathryn Sophia in Maryland, and 
sold her as a yearling. Hansen, a partner in 
Blackstone Farm, bred Derby contender 
Tom’s Ready in Pennsylvania and-you 
guessed it—sold him as a yearling. 


The three horses and a few others in the 
discussions along the Triple Crown Trail 
carry with them the hopes of their breed¬ 
ers, their current connections and—indi- 
recfiy—the state Thoroughbred industries 
they represent. 

“That filly gives you the platform to talk 
about land preservation, what the industry 
does for Maryland, a whole lot of things,” 
said Manfuso about Cathryn Sophia, born 
and raised at Chanceland Farm, the West 
Friendship farm Manfuso owns in partner¬ 
ship with trainer Katy Voss. “It’s nothing 
but great PR for the state. For the filly to be 
one of the top two or three in the country 
is really something.” 

Cathryn Sophia, out of Manfuso’s mare 
Sheave, won her first four starts-going 
from a maiden race at Parx in late October 
to the Gin Talking Stakes at Laurel in 
December and on to the Forward Gal-G2 
and Davona Dale-G2 at Gulfstream Park 
this year. She finished third (beaten about a 
half-length after challenging for the lead 
with a wide move around the final turn) in 
the Grade 1 Ashland at Keeneland April 9. 
The Kentucky Oaks-Gl was still on the 


table-as was the Eight Belles-G2 going 
shorter. Regardless, she’s got a spot in the 
conversation about 3-year-old fillies not 
named Songbird. 

The people at Chanceland are suitably 
proud of a horse they would remember 
even if she didn’t turn into a graded stakes 
winner. 

“I wasn’t here when she foaled, but I 
remember coming in the next morning and 
she was lying on the ground and had her 
tongue sticking out the side of her mouth,” 
said A.J. Hesketh-Tutton, who runs the 
broodmare barn and helps raise the young 
horses. “We were so worried about her. 
We had the vet in that day to check her. 
We thought she was neurologic, she was a 
dummy, she was something.” 

Actually, she was fine. She just had (or 
has) a long tongue. It lolled out of her 
mouth, flapped against her cheek when 
she ran and poked through her lips when 
she posed for photos. She acquired the 
nickname “Bossy” and not just for her sire, 
Street Boss. 

“She was the queen and if she decided 
it wasn’t happening it wasn’t happening, 
period,” Hesketh-Tutton said. “Whether 
you liked it or not, she was one you had 
to plead with. There was no telling her 
anything, you had to ask her.” 

Like pretty much all Chanceland year¬ 
lings, the bay filly went to the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association yearling show 
(second in her class) and then to the train-

ing bam at home. There, she met barn 
manager Dana Mahla and exercise rider 
Ruben Abina. 

“I remember starting to get on her,” 
said Abina. “Easy to ride. She was nice, like 
most of them. They’re not all easy but she 
was nice to ride. Since she started, she was 
good all the time.” 

Again, like most Chanceland yearlings, 
Cathryn Sophia went in the auction ring. 
For her, it was Fasig-Tipton Midlantic at 
Timonium, Md. Chuck Zacney of Cash is 
King Stable went to $30,000 and the filly 
had a new owner. 


Marylanders and others keep wonder¬ 
ing what they missed. 

Trainer Phil Schoenthal had her on 
his short list, Voss said, but took her off 
because of a lack of confidence in relative¬ 
ly new stallion Street Boss. Owner/breeder 
Larry Johnson told Voss the filly was in his 
price range. 

“More than a couple of our friends 
will say ‘How come we didn’t buy her?’” 
said Voss. “Street Boss was kind of new, 
it was too soon to know much. She’s not 
really crooked but as a baby she wasn’t 100 
percent correct, and on her X-rays she had

some old issues. They were healed, they 
didn’t mean anything, but that knocks a lot 
of people off of horses.” 

Ultimately sent to trainer John Servis, 
Cathryn Sophia has been on an upward 
swing ever since. Back on the farm, her 
family continues to grow. Sheave deliv- 
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Pennsylvania-bred Mor Spirit, owned by Michael Lund Petersen and trained by Bob Baffert, followed 
his Grade 1 LosAlamitos Futurity victory in December (above) with a win in the Grade 3 Robert 
B. Lewis in February and seconds in the Grade 1 Santa Anita Derby and Grade 2 San Felipe. 


ered a Bullsbay filly this spring and has a 
Denman (Aus) yearling filly who is a good 
sales prospect. Plans called for a return 
date with Street Boss. 

Where Tom got ready 

Three-year-old colt Tom’s Ready does 
not sleep all the time, though trainer Dallas 
Stewart is fond of posting videos of 
the snoozing Derby contender on social 
media. And Tom’s Ready doesn’t seem to 
mind. The videos make Hansen smile, and 
bring back memories of an independent 
colt born at Blackstone Farm about 40 
miles east of Harrisburg, Pa. 

“He was very forward, very,” said 
Hansen. “You knew he was a colt, without 
being stupid. When they got weaned, he 
was always one of the dominant ones in 
the crop of about 15 or 20 colts.” 

Blackstone took the son of More Than 
Ready and the Broad Brush mare Goodbye 
Stranger to Keeneland November as a 
weanling, but brought him home after he 
didn’t meet the reserve. The dark bay colt 
went to Fasig-Tipton’s Saratoga yearling 
sale in August and he sold for $145,000 
to Stewart’s client GMB Racing. In 2015, 
Tom’s Ready lost his first two starts at 
Saratoga and won a late-September maiden 
special at Churchill Downs. 

He’s placed in three stakes (two graded) 
since, and will be a longshot to look for in 
the Derby thanks to Stewart’s runner-up 
finishes with Commanding Curve (38-1) in 
2014 and Golden Soul (35-1) in 2013. 

Tom’s Ready earned his spot in the 
Derby conversation with solid seconds 
in the LeComte-G3 in January and the 
Louisiana Derby-G2 in March. 

Blackstone bought Goodbye Stranger 
(carrying Tom’s Ready) for $40,000 at 
Keeneland in January 2013. She’s since 
produced a Creative Cause filly, now 2, has 
a yearling filly by Lemon Drop Kid head¬ 
ing to Saratoga this summer, and this year 
foaled a Gemologist filly. The mare was 
booked back to More Than Ready. 

Launched by the current ownership 
of Hansen, Douglas Black and Mark 
Weisman, Blackstone breeds for the sales 
market so does not feel left out of the 
hoopla. Besides, any success by Tom’s 
Ready only increases the value of his dam 
and sisters on the farm. 

“It’s very rewarding to see something 
you foaled out go on to things like this,” he 
said. “We feel fortunate to be part of that. 
We are grateful for the connections and the 
way they care for him.” 

Hansen also sees the success as a boon 
to Pennsylvania’s Thoroughbred industry, 
adding some big-picture flash to the more 


everyday racing at Penn National, Parx 
Racing and Presque Isle Downs. 

“It’s good for the state to get that expo¬ 
sure, anything that goes out and runs on 
the national scene with a PA in parenthe¬ 
sis is good for all of us,” he said. “It’s an 
important thing for the state to see that we 
can deliver a product that can compete on 
the highest levels in the U.S.” 

From Pennsylvania 
to California 

Among the many claims of Marshall 
and Bettina Jenny’s Derry Meeting Farm 
are the births of stallion greats Danzig and 
Storm Cat, English champion Mrs. Penny, 
Grade 1 winner Yankee Affair and numer¬ 
ous Augustin Stable stakes horses. 

There might be one more chapter to 
the story, which seemingly ended with the 
farm’s closure and sale in 2013. Mor Spirit, 
part of the last crop born on the farm that 
year, was headed to the Kentucky Derby 
after winning the Robert B. Lewis-G3 
and placing in the San Felipe-G2 and 
Santa Anita Derby-Gl for multiple Derby¬ 
winning trainer Bob Baffert. Bred by The 
Elkstone Group, Mor Spirit couldn’t catch 
runaway winner Exaggerator in the Santa 
Anita Derby, but was still among the top 
3-year-olds in California and firmly on the 
Derby trail. 

The son of Eskendereya and the Dixie 
Union mare Im a Dixie Girl won a Grade 1 
as a 2-year-old and had been first or second 
in all seven starts through April. At first, it 


appears Grant (who also maintains a large 
racing stable) sold too soon or sold the 
wrong horse. Then again . . . 

“I still have the mare, three weeks ago 
we put his full-brother on the ground and 
the mare is booked to go to American 
Pharoah,” Grant said. “So we’re excited.” 

Grant bought the stakes-placed Im a 
Dixie Girl (in foal to Curlin) at Keeneland 
November in 2010. The Curlin colt sold 
for $150,000 as a yearling in 2012, and 
the next year an Eskendereya colt went 
for $125,000. Grant expected something 
similar with Mor Spirit at Fasig-Tipton July 
in 2014. 

“We thought 150 to 200, he was get¬ 
ting a lot of interest” Grant said. “He is 
a spunky guy with a mind of his own and 
decided one morning to kick the wall. He 
didn’t show for days and we had to scratch 
him. I was so mad at him, we put him 
in [Fasig-Tipton Kentucky] October and 
there wasn’t anywhere near the interest.” 

Mor Spirit sold to Ciaran Dunne of 
Wavertree Sables for $85,000 and five 
months later went for $650,000 as a 2-year- 
old at Fasig-Tipton’s sale in Florida. The 
buyers were Baffert client Bernie Schiappa 
and Michael Lund Petersen. Petersen, Mor 
Spirit’s owner, is a founder of the Pandora 
jewelry company and owns a farm in 
Butler, Md. — adding another regional wrin¬ 
kle to the Derby fabric. 

Grant might, briefly, lament one that 
got away but not for long. He knows the 
vagaries of raising animals to become 
athletes. 
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Pennsylvania-bred Kentucky Derby hopeful Tom’s Ready was a $145,000 Saratoga yearling in 2014. 


“It’s a humbling game, I sold him for 
85, the guy who buys him sells him for 
650 and that might not even look all that 
smart now,” said Grant. “Sometimes [the 
decision to sell] is driven by the market. 
You have some by stallions that are hot at 
that time, you like one for one reason or 
another. You try to make good decisions.” 

Selling (or not selling) is only one piece 
of the puzzle. 

“It’s really cool, really exciting to think 
we created an animal that’s going to run in 
the Derby,” he said. “On the other hand, 
you’re sort of playing God. The stallion 
has seven million sperm and the mare’s 
got a million eggs and you’re trying to say 
you can figure out which one of those is 
going to make a super horse. You can tilt 
the odds in your favor, but there’s a lot of 
luck involved.” 

Grant recently bought a farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City, Md., and hired former Derry 
Meeting employee Bobby Goodyear to 
manage it. Mor Spirit’s full-brother is a 
Maryland-bred and his half-sibling by a 
Triple Crown winner probably will be as 
well. The impact of such national achieve¬ 
ment, Grant said, can’t be read immediately. 


“I’m going to be somewhat reserved 
in that I think it’s helpful, but not earth- 
shattering if we have Mid-Atlantic-bred 
horses win major races,” he said. “We’ve 
had a bunch of good ones. Pennsylvania 
had Princess of Sylmar, win the Kentucky 
Oaks a few years ago. It happens. It feels 
good because we’re a relatively small com¬ 
munity and we all root for each other. But 
it’s not earth-shattering, not yet. When we 
start having Maryland stallions actually 
generating major winners like that, that’s 
when it will be big.” 

Grant hosts a Kentucky Derby party 
every year—except the two years he’s had a 
runner in the Oaks as an owner—and will 
do so again this year. 

“I’m going to watch it from my home 
with 150 friends,” he said. “I’ve always 
said I will never go to the Derby without 
a horse that would take me. I’ve had two 
runners in the Oaks and that’s the only 
time we didn’t have the party. We are hav¬ 
ing our party this year, and we are going to 
be rooting for Mor Spirit.” 

Locals Only 

The Maryland Jockey Club’s Win and 
You’re In promotion for positions in the 


Black-Eyed Susan-G2 and Preakness-Gl 
added something extra to two stakes at 
Laurel Park April 9. Both automatic berths 
were ultimately decided in the stewards’ 
stand. 

In the $100,000 Federico Tesio, Gover¬ 
nor Malibu prevailed a nose over Awesome 
Speed, but was disqualified for interference 
in the stretch. 

Bred in Kentucky, Awesome Speed 
spent the winter in Florida but trains in 
New Jersey for Alan Goldberg and Colts 
Neck Stable. The son of Awesome Again 
earned a spot in the Preakness field May 21. 

In the $100,000 Weber City Miss, which 
carried a Black-Eyed Susan entry in addi¬ 
tion to the prize money, the disqualification 
at least stayed in the barn. Trainer Mike 
Trombetta finished 1-2 on the track with 
In the Navy Now and A P Majetstic. 

Following an inquiry and a jockey’s 
objection, the order was reversed. A P 
Majetstic picked up her second win in 
seven starts, and first score since breaking 
her maiden in her debut last September at 
Penn National. 

The Pennsylvania-bred daughter of 
Majestic Warrior races for her breeders 
Triple Threat. %

High Demand 

Entries continue to be strong 
for improving 2-year-old marketplace

C ary Frommer summed up her 
thoughts on the upcoming Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic May 2-year-olds in 
training sale in four simple words that, 
judging by recent results and continued 
interest in the auction, are shared through¬ 
out the industry 

“I love that sale,” Frommer said in 
early April. “I look forward to it every 
year; it’s a sale I first started selling at and 
the people are terrific there; the ones that 
run the show It’s kind of home for me 
in a way and that’s one reason I like it. 
On top of that it’s a sale that’s gaining so 
much momentum. So many good horses 
are coming out of there that now it’s a 
great place to sell a horse, too. People are 
coming.” 

People are indeed coming. Buyers are 
coming. Sellers are coming, as much as 
they can and as much as the Timonium, 
Md., facility will accommodate. 

Fasig-Tipton catalogued 598 horses for 
this year’s sale May 23-24, just after the 
Preakness Stakes-Gl at nearby Pimlico 
Race Course in Baltimore. 

That number is the highest since 2011, 
when 600 made the book, and will also 
necessitate three days of workout sessions 
May 17, 18 and 19 rather than two. 

The sale grew exponentially during 
that six-year stretch, rising from a largely 
regional marketplace with total receipts 
of $13,099,500 in 2010 to one of national 
prominence with $22,659,000. That’s a 
73-percent increase. The sale’s average 
price rose 88 percent during that same 
period, from $47,263 in 2010 to a record 
$88,859 last year. 

Since 2002 total receipts at the Midlantic 
May sale increased nine of the 14 years, 


with only a slight decrease from 2012 to 
2013 and three straight years of decline in 
the wake of the country’s economic reces¬ 
sion from 2007 to 2009. 

The record results from last year were 
aided partially by the sale of a $1.25 mil¬ 
lion Smart Strike filly , the most expensive 
horse ever sold at a Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
auction. They were also helped by savvy 
consignors targeting the Mid-Atlantic mar¬ 
ket with the right racing prospects, which 
appeal to both a regional and national 
buyer base. 

“It continues to grow in terms of 
strength of pedigrees, sire power, quality 
of horses,” said Boyd Browning, Fasig- 
Tipton president and chief executive offi¬ 
cer. “No doubt consignors have a high 
level of confidence in the quality of horse 
that they’re bringing up to the May 2-year- 
old sale and there’s no doubt that buyers 
have confidence in buying a quality horse 
at the May 2-year-old sale. It’s a real posi¬ 
tive environment for increased confidence. 
That’s why the sale continues to improve.” 

The continued and consistent increases 
in the sales results spurred a rise in interest 
in the Midlantic May sale from consignors. 

Browning said there was “an influx” 
in interest and that Fasig-Tipton saw an 
“increase in the number of people we had 
to turn away” after receiving some entries 
for the sale that it might not usually receive. 
He also said changes to formats in other 
competing 2-year-old sales, particularly 
those conducted by the Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Co. in March, April and June, played 
a role. 

The configuration of the sales grounds 
in Timonium keep the numbers rough¬ 
ly where they’ve been in recent years, 


although some temporary stabling in tents 
allow Fasig-Tipton to catalog more horses. 

Because of the training on the race¬ 
track, Fasig-Tipton cannot set up tents 
in the infield, as was the case during the 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale in years past. 
Temporary stalls will allow Fasig-Tipton to 
add 60 horses who otherwise wouldn’t fit 
in Timonium’s stable area. 

Quality individuals 

The quality in the horses consignors 
such as Frommer and others bring to 
Maryland each May also contributes heav¬ 
ily to increased interest. 

The days of the May sale being a solid 
backup plan for horses that didn’t quite fit, 
came up with physicalis sues or couldn’t make 
their reserves at earlier 2-year-old sales- 
particularly Fasig-Tipton’s Florida sale—are 
not yet a thing of the past but there are 
definitely more horses being purchased 
at regional yearling markets and targeted 
specifically for the Maryland sale. 

“Good ones, nice horses, fast horses,” 
consignor Eddie Woods, who sold last 
year’s topper and three of the seven most 
expensive horses at the May sale, said when 
asked what sells best at Timonium. “All the 
top-end guys go there for the most part. 
Quality sells; I don’t care where you have 
it. Good horses sell anywhere, but other 
things that sell well up there are region- 
al-breds. Pennsylvania-breds, Maryland- 
breds, New York-breds.” 

Frommer said she plans to bring about 
25 horses this year, up a bit from her usual 
20, and in addition to some by high-profile 
Kentucky sires she’s got a few regional- 
breds to get excited about.

“I bought two horses at the New York- 
bred sale up in Saratoga and I slated both 
of them for Timonium,” Frommer said. 
“They were both a little small, both needed 
to grow, needed all the extra time they 
could get. They’re coming into the sale just 
beautifully. They’ve grown. They’re horses 
that buyers will have to contend with. 
They’ve had the time and they still have 
a month and a half. This is a real growth- 
spurt time for 2-year-olds. Last 30 days and 
the next 30 days. 

“I used to buy horses and try to get 
them into select sales and if something 
went wrong I would go to Timonium, 
or if they didn’t quite stack up I’d go 
to Timonium. I bought horses up there 
[in Saratoga] for $93,000 and $85,000 
that I bought knowing I’d send them to 
Timonium. If you have the right horse 
in Timonium now they’ll appreciate it. 
Whereas before, money wise, you might 
be in a bit of a pickle. You can take a 
horse you paid a little bit of money for to 
Timonium now and actually do well. It’s 
all about the right horse. Before it didn’t 
really matter, the people just weren’t there 
yet. But now they are. As you know, every 
year major horses are coming out of there. 
That helps.” 

Frommer and Woods both agree that 
the timing of the May sale, nearly two 


months after Fasig-Tipton Florida and 
OBS March, is a positive in addition to the 
strong buyer base. 

“A lot of the horses that sell well there 
are horses getting recycled,” Woods said. 
“They’ve come through the Fasig sale in 
Miami, which is a very tricky place, but 
they’re now three or four months older, 
and they’re more mature and sometimes it 
sets up better for them.” 

Racing surface 

Like any auction venue that hosts a 
2-year-olds in training sale there are posi¬ 
tives and negatives to Timonium. 

The track’s 5-furlong circumference is 
a vastly different configuration than any 
racetrack a majority of the horses in the 
sale will see again. The surface is dirt, 
however, and Browning believes that is a 
big factor. 

“One of the advantages is we conduct 
all our under-tack shows on dirt, whether 
in Florida or in Timonium,” Browning 
said. “A dirt surface, again, buyers are 
more familiar with it and it’s the same as 
what is at major racetracks as opposed to a 
synthetic surface. 

“The facility itself continues to make 
progress every year. The barn area is bet¬ 
ter than it used to be. They’ve got the 
OTB facility up there in Timonium and 


there should be some improvements to 
the grandstand. We redid the pavilion five 
years ago and tried to upgrade the quality 
of the facilities, improve it and make it a 
first-class experience for buyers.” 

Sellers are generally content with the 
racing surface itself, despite the track’s tight 
configuration and sharp turns. 

Frommer said the steepness of the 
grading helps offset some of the tightness 
of the turns. Another big aid can come 
in the form of the people on the backs 
of the horses going through the presale 
exhibition. 

“It does have sharp turns and you have 
to have smart riders that understand you 
don’t have to hug the rail on the turn, just 
let them drift up a bit and not fight with 
them around the turn,” Frommer said. “It’s 
a really safe track; they do a great job set¬ 
ting it up for the sale. 

“I’ve sold really good sprinters off that 
track. I’ve sold horses that have gone on 
to be distance horses, those that are big- 
moving horses. Like I said as long as the 
rider doesn’t screw up and try to hug that 
rail going around it’s no different. Maybe a 
big huge-moving horse doesn’t love it, it’s 
not Belmont by any means, but. . . because 
it is banked around there it tends to not be 
as sharp as you would think.”

Healthy 
as a horse 


MedStar doctors bring top-notch care 
to Maryland jockeys , backstretch workers

W hen 5-year-old Kelly Ryan used to come to the Maryland race¬ 
tracks, she wasn’t looking for a job. She just liked petting the 
horses. Little did she know that several decades later she would 
be a MedStar doctor and one of the key elements in the new Horsemen’s 
Health System. 

“When my dad brought me to the track as a kid—and even when we 
started this program—I had no idea people lived on the backstretch or 
what it takes to keep this place going,” Ryan, 31, said. “It has been a real 
eye-opening experience for all of us.” 


Ryan is one of four MedStar doctors 
who make up the new Horsemen’s Health 
System medical team. Dr. Frank Dawson, 
part of the Baltimore Ravens’ medical 
team, is the director of the on-site pro¬ 
gram and staff that includes Ryan, Dr. Saif 
Usman and Dr. Jeffrey Mayer. 

In place since September 2015, the 
Horsemen’s Health System is receiving 
rave reviews. Launched by the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association, 
the Maryland Jockey Club and MedStar, 
the program had seen more than 250 
patients in its first six months and treated 
everything from a common cold to head 
injuries suffered by jockeys falling from 
their mounts. 

Newly designed office space at Laurel 
Park houses a modern, welcoming waiting 


room, examination rooms, and a new office 
area where electronic medical records are 
kept for the first time on backstretch work¬ 
ers, horsemen, jockeys and other track 
employees treated there. Those records are 
portable and accessible to doctors outside 
the racetrack in the MedStar system. 

“Independently of me, MedStar [and 
the MTHA and MJC] sorted it out and 
came up with this program,” said John 
McDaniel, the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission chairman, also the retired CEO of 
MedStar. “I couldn’t be more proud. I’ve 
been through the facility at the track, seen 
the quality of the physicians and the reach 
of the program and it seems extremely 
comprehensive. . . I can’t imagine there 
being any better. 


“What I like best about it is that it’s a 
preventive health plan. It’s not just reset¬ 
ting a bone; they’re doing comprehensive 
preventative counseling, providing primary 
care, taking care of people with long-term 
problems.” 

Mike Hopkins, executive director of the 
MRC, called the individual record-keeping 
“tremendous.” He said the availability of 
doctors to see patients on a regular basis; 
the access to MedStar facilities for things 
that can’t be dealt with at the racetrack; the 
developing of doctor-patient relationships; 
and the electronic record-keeping all make 
the program a model for tracks around the 
country. 

“Our employees know which doc will 
be there and when,” Hopkins said. “That 
means a good doctor-patient relationship 
can develop. The biggest thing, though, 
is it offers the backstretch workers a way 
to have consistency in their treatment for 
their ongoing medical needs, like diabetes 
and high blood pressure. Records are being 
kept. All of it adds to their well-being. 

“I think nearly every [racetrack] pro¬ 
vides what’s required-minimum care. But 
this goes way beyond that. It’s awesome. I 
really believe it should be a standard.” 

While all four of the program’s doctors 
are trained in sports medicine and also 
can serve as the horsemen’s primary care

physicians and offer access to MedStar’s 
advanced systems of specialists for con¬ 
tinuing care, it is Ryan who is most often 
present and has garnered the biggest case¬ 
load. 

She covers half the race days, while the 
rest of the staff members divvy up the rest. 

The list of services provided by the 
MedStar doctors is extensive. 

Since coming to the track, they have set 
up pre-performance physicals for jockeys 
free of charge and established a protocol 
for anyone—jockey or exercise rider—who 
falls from a horse during races or training 
sessions. 

“Jockeys are a different type of athlete,” 
said Ryan. “We’re used to standing on 
the sidelines watching football players and 
soccer players, you know. Football players 
have joint problems, concussions; soccer 
and lacrosse players get torn ACLs and 
sprained ankles. 

“Jockeys are very much athletes. They 
ride hard. Coming in, we weren’t sure what 
kind of injuries we’d see. We anticipated 
hip problems, but no one can imagine what 
a body goes through falling from a horse 
at 30-to-40 miles an hour and then get¬ 
ting up, walking away and after that being 


determined to get back up on a horse for 
the next race. 

“They have concussions, fractures- 
they’re probably tougher than any other 
athlete I’ve worked with. They amaze me, 
truly. I don’t think the rest of the world 
really knows how tough these jockeys are.” 

And trying to keep them out of the 
next race could be more than problematic. 
Jockeys don’t get paid unless they ride. But 
Dawson says the feedback from the riders 
on the protocols has been very positive. 

“There has been a level of trust devel¬ 
oped very quickly between the riders and 
the physicians,” Dawson said. “They, of 
course, want to get back on the horses, 
but the level of trust has gone a long way 
toward the understanding that we have 
their best interest at heart.” 

For instance, the MedStar team has 
worked hard to develop a concussion pro¬ 
tocol. 

Ryan said they had to come up with a 
test for jockeys besides a doctor holding up 
a number of fingers and asking how many 
the athlete sees. 

“We had to be able to test their heart 
rates in a similar environment, make sure 
their blood pressure is normal so they will 
be safe,” Ryan says. “We saw the Equicizer, 


a mechanical horse simulator they ride in 
the jocks’ room, and incorporated that 
into our testing. We have to make sure 
they are going to maintain their balance in 
a stressful situation; make sure their vision 
remains clear, so they don’t get back out 
there and cause themselves and perhaps 
others even more serious injuries.” 

The MedStar doctor on site does an 
immediate exam. If the jockey checks out, 
he/she is back in the saddle for the next 
race. If the doctor suspects something 
more serious than bumps and bruises, the 
jockey/exercise rider isn’t allowed back on 
a horse until he/she has received more 
testing and is given a clean bill of health. 

The doctors maintain a posted sched¬ 
ule for regular visits on all race days and 
those schedules are posted at the Laurel 
and Pimlico track kitchens and outside the 
newly designed medical office at Laurel. 

The offices are primarily based at 
Laurel Park, but will move to Pimlico Race 
Course during the spring meet. 

In addition to the injury assessments, 
the backstretch workers, horsemen, jock¬ 
eys and other track employees can receive 
vaccines for flu, pneumonia and tetanus. 
And a continuing care program is in full

operation to monitor and treat chronic 
conditions. 

MedStar even has a network doctor 
close to Laurel Park who is seeing patients 
who require more frequent monitoring 
than can be provided by the visiting doc¬ 
tors. 

“We can keep track of people’s illnesses 
now,” said Diana Pinones, who serves as 
the center director for the program. “We 
can send them for bloodwork and what¬ 
ever else they need. People actually have 
doctors they know now and the doctors 
can follow up with them. I call them if they 
miss an appointment.” 

Pinones also is working to help back- 
stretch workers and others to get qualified 
for Medicare and Medicaid. 

“Some of them didn’t even know 
they could qualify for those insurances,” 
Pinones says. “Even the exercise riders, 
we sign them up for workmen’s comp. We 


help them. Before we didn’t even know 
who got injured.” 

Now there are those portable medical 
records for each patient. While many see 
that aspect of the program as its backbone, 
Ryan said she believes the most important 
part of the program is the primary care 
they are receiving. 

“This program is through MedStar 
sports medicine,” Ryan said. “We take 
care of the top athletes in Baltimore and 
Washington, D.C. Ours is an unmatched 
program, an unbelievable program—and I 
wanted to be in it. 

“But I’m still a family doctor at Franklin 
Square Hospital. My training instilled in me 
the importance of community care. Being 
allowed to see and serve this community I 
see the needs these people have. 

“This is a huge population who didn’t 
have much health care before we came. It 
is very difficult for them to live healthy,” 


says Ryan, citing the lack of access to gro¬ 
cery stores and fitness facilities. “On a 
moral level, I want to give them the stan¬ 
dard they deserve. I just want to help them. 
And they’ve been so good about teaching 
us about where and how they live, educat¬ 
ing us.” 

Dawson, the program’s director, calls 
the program “a smashing success,” but 
says he wants to make it clear that while 
MedStar is providing services, it wouldn’t 
be getting very far without that coopera¬ 
tion and the trust of the racing community. 

“It has been a wonderful experience for 
everyone,” Dawson said. “I want to thank 
the racing community for really accepting 
us. As much as we are providing services 
to them, they have been willing to educate 
us about racing and the horsemen’s com¬ 
munity. It’s been really good for every¬ 
body.” W

Finding New Life 

Private Terms winner Abiding Star 
gets veteran trainer Allard thinking big

I t was hard to not imagine that the end 
was near. Ned Allard had done it all and 
seen it all. At 69, he’d started to wonder 
if he’d ever feel that rush again, if he’d ever 
get his hands on that next big horse. 

Then came a supernova. It started 
with a horse named Always Sunshine and 
erupted with another one named Abiding 
Star. Unlike a stellar explosion, however, 
the events of the past few months haven’t 
marked the end of Allard’s ride, but rather 
a new beginning. 

“It’s like getting a shot of adrenaline,” 
he said. 

Allard’s new-found wings arrived rath¬ 
er inauspiciously last fall, when longtime 
Florida-based owner and breeder Gilbert 
Campbell shipped six horses to Allard at 
Parx. One of the new arrivals was a son of 


Uncle Mo out of Campbell’s mare Abiding. 
The colt looked decent enough but his race 
record left something to be desired. 

“He was a good-looking horse with 
a pretty spotty form,” Allard said. “His 
works were OK. He wasn’t showing us 
anything super.” 

The best Abiding Star had shown to 
that point was a second last May in a maid¬ 
en special weight at Presque Isle Downs. 
There, Kevin Rice trained him. After losing 
twice more, Abiding Star shipped back to 
Campbell’s Florida farm. One month later 
he was making his first start for Allard. 

Since Parx didn’t run live races from late 
December to late February, Allard shipped 
Abiding Star to Laurel. He was entered for 
a $40,000 tag in a New Year’s Day maiden 
claimer, and the drop in class worked as he 


broke his maiden in frontrunning fashion 
by 2 lengths. 

Abiding Star began to look more con¬ 
fident. He came back Feb. 29 to win a 
first-level allowance at Parx by 4% lengths. 
Allard was impressed. It wasn’t so much 
that Abiding Star won an allowance so 
handily, as it was whom he’d beaten. 

The dime-on-the-dollar favorite in the 
race was Saratoga Special Stakes-G2 run¬ 
ner-up Saratoga Mischief. Trained by Todd 
Pletcher for Twin Creeks Racing Stables, 
the horse appeared to be primed for an 
afternoon workout. That is, until the actual 
race was run, and Abiding Star romped. 

“I was pretty impressed with his per¬ 
formance,” Allard said. “I thought he 
deserved a shot with a little better. Rather 
than come back in a two-other-than, I 
thought we’d take a shot with a 3-year-old 
stake and see where it put us.” 

Allard’s plan put Abiding Star at Laurel 
on the second weekend in March. Even off 
his big effort at Parx, he went off at 18-1, 
the longest shot in a six-horse field for the 
Private Terms Stakes. He appeared to be 
the speed of the race but, after drawing 
widest of all, Allard had some concerns. As 
it turned out, there was no reason to worry. 

Under Jevian Toledo, Abiding Star shot 
out of the gate and led into the first turn. 
He clicked off loose and uncontested splits 
of :24.89, :49.66 and 1:15.02. Abiding 
Star finished in 1:46.61 for the lYu miles, 
a comfortable U /2 lengths in front of 
Country Life Farm’s Flash McCaul. 

With his third win in a row, Abiding 
Star remained undefeated for the year and 
increased his career earnings to $109,985. 

To most observers, it was a nice win. 
For Allard, whose career began in New 
England in 1957 working for George 
Handy, winning the Private Terms in 2016 
was monumental. 

“I’m going to be turning 70 at the end 
of April,” Allard said. “Something you 
don’t consider when you’re a young trainer 
and you’ve had a lot of great owners for a 
long period of time—and they’re a lot older 
than you—you don’t think about them 
being gone before you are. In the last 10 
years, I’ve lost a good 10 or 12 of my long¬ 
term owners. I still have a few. But you 
don’t consider that when you’re young.” 

The loss of friends and business hasn’t 
been easy, much less for a trainer who has 
saddled the winners of 2,657 races, includ¬ 
ing Hall of Famer and 1985 champion 
3-year-old filly and five-time Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Mom’s Command. Since moving to 
Parx 15 years ago, Allard steadily kept 30

stalls filled. Now, he has just a dozen or so. 
The horses that remained hadn’t been win¬ 
ning the big races anymore, either. 

“You know, you were starting to think 
T’m gonna be fizzling out if things don’t 
pick up,’” Allard said. 

Things weren’t looking good. A winner 
of 179 stakes over the past 30 years, Allard 
hadn’t won one since taking the Alphabet 
Soup Handicap with Roadhog in 2010 at 
then-Philadelphia Park. 

Allard’s fortunes began to turn last 
December when Always Sunshine, another 
Campbell homebred, won the $100,000 
Dave’s Friend Stakes at Laurel. The stakes 
skid had ended. Always Sunshine, a 4-year- 
old son of West Acre out of the Awesome 
Again mare Sunny Again, went on to fin¬ 
ish second in the Tom Fool Handicap-G3 
at Aqueduct the same day as the Private 
Terms. Finally, a few rays of hope began to 
break through the clouds of recent years. 

“You get a couple of good horses in 
the barn, they pick your head up,” he said. 

Just like that, Allard had found himself 
with a promising older horse and a 3-year- 
old colt with some upside. Abiding Star 
will stay in Maryland, sights set on the 
Preakness Stakes-Gl. 

For the colt’s owner, the recent success 
of both Always Sunshine and Abiding Star 
has also been a shot in the arm. Campbell, 
who owns Stonehedge Farm South in 
Willis ton, Fla., is on a journey of his own 
to recapture past glory. 

He has bred and raced graded stakes 
winners Blazing Sword, Ivanavinalot, 
Friel’s for Real and Fly by Phil. In 2011, 
he was represented for the first time in the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl by homebred Tampa 
Bay Derby-G2 winner Watch Me Go. 

As for Abiding Star, chance played a 
role in his development, as well as his con¬ 
summation. In 2012, Campbell sent three 
mares to Coolmore, intending to breed 
them to Scat Daddy. However, according 
to Campbell, “Scat Daddy was very busy” 
and Uncle Mo was an attractive alternative. 

“I loved the pedigree,” Campbell said. 
“So, I took two mares to him.” 

One was Abiding, an $85,000 buy at 
the 2010 Keeneland November sale while 
carrying her first foal (to the cover of 
Hard Spun). The foal was sold. Abiding 
Star is the second out of the daughter of 
Dynaformer and the Dixieland Band mare 
Unending Love. 

“[Abiding] is from a great female fam¬ 
ily,” Campbell said. “We’ve had high hopes 
of breeding that mare to some pretty nice 
stallions. So far, so good.” 


Campbell, it turned out, made the right 
move in altering course and breeding to 
Uncle Mo. Campbell and Allard are hope¬ 
ful that Abiding Star continues to have the 
same kind of early success enjoyed by his 
sire, and several of Uncle Mo’s progeny 
who find themselves in the thick of the 
Triple Crown trail. 

SONNY INSPIRED SCORES AGAIN 

It had already been a great start to 
2016 for Sonny Inspired. After winning 
the Fire Plug Stakes in January, he finished 
third in the General George Stakes-G3 in 
February. Not bad for a horse who came 
into the year with just four wins from 26 
starts. 

Things got even better for the 5-year- 
old Artie Schiller gelding in March. Sonny 
Inspired earned himself the unique distinc¬ 
tion of becoming the first horse to win 
the Ben’s Cat Stakes, for Maryland-breds 
March 19. 

Owned by Matt Dorman of D Hatman 
Thoroughbreds, Sonny Inspired has 
looked like a different horse since trainer 
Phil Schoenthal fitted him with new larger- 
cupped blinkers before the Fire Plug. Just 
as he’d done in that race, Sonny Inspired 
stalked a solid pace in the Ben’s Cat and 
then took over late on the muddy track. 
Any Court Inastorm finished 1 length 
behind in second. 


Noticeably absent in the race was 
Ben’s Cat himself. The 10-year-old son of 
Parker’s Storm Cat is still in training, but 
his 2016 campaign wasn’t scheduled to 
start until mid-April. 

“I figured Ben’s Cat would be in it, for 
sure,” Schoenthal said. “I was relieved to 
see that he was still coming back off of 
his vacation and wasn’t going to make the 
race. It was going to be significantly easier 
without him in it.” 

In addition to it being easier, Schoenthal 
had a lot of coverage in the seven-horse 
field. The trainer had three runners, 
including Gursky, who finished third, and 
Arrogant Officer (fifth). 

Hall of Fame trainer King Leatherbury, 
who owns and bred Ben’s Cat, was in the 
winner’s circle after the race to the present 
the trophy. 

“I said C I knew I’d present it to you,’” 
Leatherbury joked. “[Schoenthal] had half 
the field in the race.” 

Leatherbury added that he was impressed 
by what he’d seen from Sonny Inspired. 
Ben’s Cat had beaten Sonny Inspired in the 
last two editions of the Mister Diz Stakes, 
a 5 Vi -furlong sprint over the turf. 

Leatherbury thought that either the 
Mister Diz, or a similar turf race, might be 
named after his horse. But the Ben’s Cat 
Stakes was ultimately written as a 6-fur¬ 
long contest on the dirt. Leatherbury said 
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Around the Ovals Laurel Park

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he would’ve liked to get Ben’s Cat in the race but the timing just 
wasn’t right. Leatherbury said he’d again target the Jim McKay 
Turf Sprint Stakes on the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 under¬ 
card. The son of Parker’s Storm Cat has won the race four times, 
including the last three. 

“Ben’s coming back fine,” Leatherbury said. “The boy who 
gallops him has been the same exact rider since [Ben’s Cat] was 
a 2-year-old. The same boy, every year, I ask him ‘How is he this 
year?’ 'Better than ever,’ he says. And I have to laugh at him. He 
can’t be better than ever; he’s 10 years old for heaven’s sake.” 

Meanwhile, at half Ben’s age, Sonny Inspired has begun to 
write his own story He still has a long way to go to even approach 
Ben’s Cat status but Sonny Inspired is now a multiple stakes win¬ 
ner of $361,324. 

“He’s turned the corner,” Schoenthal said. “He’s a bigger, 
stronger horse this year than he was last year. He’s just kind of 
coming into his own, physically and mentally. He’s doing every¬ 
thing right and it’s paying off for him.” w

Change of Venue 

Ontario-bred Lady of Moray improves 
to 2-for-2 since moving to Robinson

L ayne Gili forte’s Lady of Moray was 
earning her keep in claiming races in 
Canada for most of 2015 until she was 
transferred to the Maryland barn of trainer 
Holly Robinson in late December. 

Since her change of venue, the 4-year- 
old daughter of Philanthropist has reeled 
off two victories to start 2016. The first 
came Jan. 10 at Laurel Park in a starter 
allowance and the second a gate-to-wire 
score in a 6-furlong allowance for fillies 
and mares March 2 at Penn National. 

The wins increased her lifetime statistics 
to six wins from 17 starts. A $9,482 RNA 
at the Ontario division of the Canadian 
Thoroughbred Horse Society’s Canadian- 
bred yearling sale in 2013, she now has 
$103,929 in earnings. Giliforte haltered her 
for $6,250 Nov. 5, her last start in Canada. 

“She is all racehorse and loves her job,” 
Robinson said. “I call her Minnie Mouse. 
She is small but strong, and built like a 
sprinter. She’s been a pleasure to have in 
my barn.” 

Robinson said that the plan for Lady 
of Moray was to return to Canada for 
spring and summer racing. Robinson is a 
well-known name among Maryland horse¬ 
men, although she does not manage a 
large stable. She has been involved with 
Thoroughbreds since she was a teenag¬ 
er, when she started working for Mikey 
Smithwick on his farm in Hydes, Md. 

Robinson has worked for some top 
Maryland horsemen since, including Tom 
Voss and Joe Clancy Sr. She also worked 
for Canadian-based conditioner Roger 
Attfield as an assistant trainer for many 
years, but eventually returned to the Mid- 
Atlantic to operate her own stable. 

Robinson was the first recipient of 
the Joe Kelly Unsung Hero Award in 
2013, created to honor someone who has 
worked tirelessly for the good of Maryland 
racing. Among those to whom Robinson 


has extended a helping hand is Rosie 
Napravnik, who went on to become a lead¬ 
ing jockey. 

■ Travis and Eddie Racing Stable’s It’s 
Elementary made her first start for her new 
owners a winning one when she shipped to 
Penn National from trainer Tom Morley’s 
New York base and came away with a rous¬ 
ing score in a 1 mile and 70-yard allowance 
March 17. 

The victory was the second straight for 
the 4-year-old daughter of Afleet Alex, 
who began her career Jan. 18 at Gulfstream 
Park for trainer Chad Brown and Bradley 
Thoroughbreds. She broke her maiden in 
Florida Feb. 5, and then was entered in the 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky winter mixed sale 
Feb. 8-9, where Travis and Eddie Racing 
Stable purchased her privately from the 
consignment of Denali Stud after she 
failed to meet her reserve. 

“We brought her back to my barn and 
she had been training well, but I thought 
she might need a little softer competition 
than what was available at Aqueduct,” 
Morley said. “I didn’t want to run her 
for a tag, and I wanted to keep her a bit 
protected, so we chose this allowance at 
Penn National. The purse money was good 
[$17,700 to the winner], and she was the 
betting choice based on her Florida form. 
She was much the best.” 

Morley said that It’s Elementary is not a 
big filly, but “small and compact.” Morley 
also conditions the multiple allowance win¬ 
ner Is She Hot for Travis and Eddie 
Racing. They also have the stakes-placed 
colt Dontbetwithbruno, second in the 
Stymie Stakes March 13 at Aqueduct, with 
trainer Rudy Rodriguez. 

It’s Elementary was bred in Kentucky 
by Roy and Gretchen Jackson, and is 
out of the stakes-winning Pulpit mare 
Mystery Itself, who was owned and bred 
by the Jacksons. Mystery Itself captured 


the George Rosenberger Memorial Stakes 
at Delaware Park during her career, and 
was graded stakes-placed when second in 
the 2003 Pebbles Handicap-G3 at Belmont 
Park. 

■ Country Life Farm’s Friesan Flyer led 
nearly all the way in her third career start to 
win a maiden special weight at 6 furlongs 
March 3 under Dana Whitney. 

Sent off as the betting choice for trainer 
Mike Trombetta in the field of seven, 
Friesan Flyer was sent up to challenge 
for the lead with Her Divineness and 
then slugged it out with that rival around 
the turn and into the stretch. The winner 
shook clear nearing the eighth pole and 
went on to a 1-length victory over first¬ 
time starter Queen’s Patron, who rallied 
past the tiring Her Divineness. 

Friesan Flyer was a winner even before 
she made her debut at the racetrack. The 
daughter of Friesan Fire was named first 
in her class at the 2014 Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association yearling show, award¬ 
ed the blue ribbon by judge Tony Dutrow. 

Bred by Country Life Farm and Thomas 
Winebarger Sr., Friesan Flyer is out of the 
Outflanker mare Easy Mover, a half-sister 
to stakes winner Amazed by Grace. Bred in 
Maryland by Winebarger, Amazed by Grace 
was named 2009 3-year-old filly champion 
by the Pennsylvania Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association at Parx Racing. 

■ Red Barn Farm’s Hadeea returned to the 
races after a nearly five-month winter break 
and found the winner’s circle right off the 
bat, collecting a $19,980 paycheck after pre¬ 
vailing in a 6-furlong allowance for Penn 
sylvania-bred 3-year-old fillies March 11. 

Bred by Godstone Farm, the daugh¬ 
ter of Misbah and the Disco Rico mare 
Fappy’s Gift overcame traffic trouble at 
the break to roll up a 3-length lead by 
midstretch. Although tiring in the last 
furlong, she had enough left to win by 
three-quarters of a length in 1:11.31. Erin 
McClellan, who maintains a small stable at 
Penn National, trains Hadeea. The native 
of East Hanover Township, Pa., groomed 
and galloped horses at Penn National 
throughout her high-school years and dur¬ 
ing college at Lebanon Valley in nearby 
Annville, Pa. 

She was also a veterinary assistant for 
Dr. Kevin Brophy when his practice was 
largely based at Penn National. McClellan 
recorded her first win as a trainer in July 
2010 with her first starter, Elmer’s Gypsy 
Rose. She has a 36 percent in the money 
ratio for her career.

Comeback Redefined 

Amherst Street cruises in sentimental 
return to races after nearly two years

T he horse had fallen off the map. He 
was a star, perfect in fact, and yet he 
hadn’t been seen on the track for far 
too long. What happened, where he’d gone 
and whether he’d return were answers 
unknown. And this wasn’t just any horse, 
either, this was Amherst Street. 

The winner of all six of his career races, 
including five stakes, Amherst Street made 
a big splash at Charles Town as a 2-year-old 
in 2013. That year the Luftikus colt won 
the Henry Mercer Memorial, West Virginia 
Vincent Moscarelli Memorial Breeders 
Classic, Tri-State Futurity and West Virginia 
Futurity. When last seen, in June 2014, he 
added the Coin Collector Stakes. 

Fast forward 641 days —to March 23. 
The 7-furlong race may have gone as unno¬ 
ticed as Amherst Street’s lengthy departure 
from the track (after all, this was a relatively 
benign allowance for non-winners of two 
other than West Virginia-bred races), had 
his return not come against 2015 West 
Virginia Breeders Classic Stakes winner 
Charitable Annuity. 

“I didn’t think that horse would be in 
that race,” said Javier Contreras, who has 
trained Amherst Street since purchasing 
him privately for Phyllis Susini in 2012. 
“I was thinking, well, I’ll be happy with a 
second to [Charitable Annuity]. I wouldn’t 
mind running second to him.” 

If Contreras wasn’t opposed to finish¬ 
ing second, he was elated when Amherst 
Street skipped around the track on the lead 
from start to finish, winning his return 
with ease. In stretching his perfect record 
to 7-for-7, Amherst Street had put away 
Charitable Annuity (who finished third) 
and runner-up Big Bad Dude in a field of 
eight. 

“This means a lot,” Contreras said. “I 
don’t usually scream and holler during 
races but I was screaming for him. I was 
very loud, too.” 


In some ways, it was a spiritual experi¬ 
ence for the trainer, who found himself in 
the winner’s circle for the first time as the 
owner of Amherst Street. Contreras had 
just three months earlier gotten the news 
of Susini’s death at age 88. 

Contreras trained for Susini since 1999. 
When she died, ownership of six of her 
horses was transferred to her longtime 
conditioner. The best of the lot was Hid¬ 
den Canyon, a winner of $313,695 and 
runner-up to Charitable Annuity in last 
year’s Breeders Classic. Amherst Street was 
special in his own way and, ever since he’d 
last raced in 2014, Susini anxiously awaited 
his return. 

“Oh yeah, she loved this horse,” Con¬ 
treras said. “It was amazing. I was sad 
because she wasn’t there and she’d looked 
forward to watching him come back. 
Everybody said, ‘She’s watching you.’” 

She had been validated. Susini assured 
Contreras there was no rush to get 


Amherst Street back to the races after he 
bled so profusely during the 2014 Coin 
Collector that he had to be vanned off. 
It was Susini who repeatedly said “‘don’t 
rush him” when there was temptation to 
campaign the undefeated five-time stakes 
winner. 

“She never pushed me,” Contreras said. 
The conversations went something like this: 

“How’s he doing?” the owner would ask. 

“He’s doing pretty good,” the trainer 
would reply. 

“Is he going to be coming back to the 
winner’s circle?” 

“I believe he will.” 

In his 21 months away from the races, 
Amherst Street rested in Florida. Contreras 
started the horse on a light training pro¬ 
gram about nine months ago. 

“As he was feeling better, we picked it 
up little by little. I definitely took my time 
with him,” Contreras said. “Every breeze, 
we’d worry about him bleeding, but he 
never did bleed again. We did nice and long 
two-minute clips. We never really did any 
real drilling until we got closer to the race 
and we started to ask him a little bit and see 
what he had.” 

Throughout the process, Amherst 
Street’s personality remained unchanged. 
He was as mature and mellow as he’d 
seemed back when he was a yearling at 
Taylor Mountain Farm, where James Casey 
bred him. 

When it came to making the purchase 
of Amherst Street, Contreras said he was 
drawn to the gelding’s demeanor, more 
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than his pedigree, conformation or any¬ 
thing else. 

“I bought him because I loved his 
character,” he said. “I watched him train a 
few days and he just caught my eye. I was 
looking to buy a couple of West Virginia- 
breds and he just caught my eye. He was so 
calm. When he was a baby, all of the babies 
were ducking and diving and playing and 
doing silly stuff, and he just lagged behind 
them and nothing bothered him. I’d watch 
him come back, face the track and watch 
everybody go by.” 

Amherst Street was unfazed by his sur¬ 
roundings back then, and clearly oblivious 
to the fact that no one expected him to 
run as well as he did after so much time 
away from the races. With his seventh win 
under his belt, Amherst Street will now be 
campaigned as Susini had hoped he would 
back in 2014-the ultimate goal is still the 
Breeders Classic. 

“Thank God he’s 100 percent right 
now,” Contreras said. “Hopefully we can 
keep him sound and hopefully we’ll be 
there in October.” 

BROWN OFF TO HOT START 

A perennial leader atop the trainer 
standings at Charles Town, Ronney Brown 
is on track to outpace his highest single¬ 
season win total in more than a decade. 
The native of Frederick, Md., led all condi¬ 
tioners with 31 wins through March. 

“This year is going a little better,” he 
said. 

Brown, 55, began his career in racing 
in 1977. He started out as a hotwalker and 
eventually became an owner in 1984. Two

years later, he became a licensed trainer and 
won his first race with Shy Bo in late March 
1986 at Charles Town. 

Brown won the Charles Town training 
title from 2001 to 2005. However, he’s 
finished second to Jeff Runco seven of the 
past 10 years. Brown attributes this year’s 
success to a variety of reasons. He noted 
that fewer shippers have resulted in easier 
races for his horses. 

“Maryland [horses] don’t come here, 
Penn National don’t come here,” Brown 
said. “With short fields, we’ve been getting 
in good spots, where you don’t have that 
10 hole and nine hole. It’s really hard to 
win here when you get that outside post.” 

The trainer can also thank owner Joel 
Weiner, who manages Law Legacy Stable. 


Weiner, according to Brown, had the sharp 
eye to claim Able Baker Charlie. The 
6-year-old son of Indian Charlie had won 
just once in his last 12 races coming into 
this year. So far in 2016 Able Baker Charlie 
has won three times for the duo. 

“We claimed him at Philly and he ran 
really bad,” Brown said. “We just brought 
him down here, just got him going, and 
he’s been rolling good. He likes it here.” 

The only horse with more victories at 
Charles Town this year is Castle’s Boy, also 
trained by Brown for Law Legacy, with 
four wins from his first five starts. Prior to 
this year, the 4-year-old by Windsor Castle 
had only two wins from 17 outings. 

Given their collective success, Law 
Legacy finds itself leading the owner 
standings at Charles Town. Through April 
4 the stable won 10 races from 23 starts, 
along with three seconds and four thirds. 

If Weiner and Brown are proud of 
one horse above all others, it would be 
Northern Luck. Claimed for $5,000 last 
May, the 6-year-old Devil His Due geld¬ 
ing has run so well that he’s moved into 
allowance, starter and optional claiming 
company this year. He easily won a March 
11 starter race over a field that included No 
Brakes, a veteran stakes winner and earner 
of $383,518. 

“[Northern Luck] has been our star for 
this year and the latter part of last year,” 
Brown said. “He keeps getting better.” 

And so has Brown. Both he and his hot¬ 
test client appear to be on the way to a big 
year. It is early but there’s nothing wrong 
with breaking sharply from the gate.

The Way to a Milestone 

Trainer Velazquez secures 1,000th win 
as 2016 race meet finally gets started

A lfredo “Freddy” Velazquez achieved 
a personal milestone March 15 when 
he saddled Rosie My Way to victory 
for the 1,000th win of his career. 

A resident of the Bensalem backstretch 
for nearly three decades, Velazquez owns 
many of the horses he trains under the 
banner of Anita Racing Stable. His son 
Danny rode as a jockey with good suc¬ 
cess at Philadelphia Park for several years 
before hanging up his tack to learn the 
training game as his father’s assistant. 

Velazquez, 72, was born in Las Piedras, 
Puerto Rico, and became involved in 
Thoroughbred racing in that country as a 
stall mucker. In the mid-1980s he moved 
to New York, where he became a groom, 
foreman and then assistant to trainer 
Warren Pascuma. 

After securing his own trainer’s license, 
Velazquez came to Philadelphia Park in 
1988. That year, he conditioned added- 
money winner Give Me Liberty to victory 
in the Heliotrope Stakes. 


Velazquez built a reputation as a sharp 
claiming trainer over the years and he’s 
developed several notable campaigners. 
That group includes Philadelphia Park track 
record setters Brenton Reef (1 Vs miles on 
the turf in 1989) and Half Chance (2Vz 
miles on the dirt in 1992), both records still 
standing; Rimmed, voted Pennsylvania 
Claimer of the Year in 1997; An Imprince, 
winner of the Shaker Heights Handicap at 
Thistledown in 1992; Alien Strike, winner 
of the Doylestown Handicap and Summer¬ 
time Promise Stakes in 1997; and Nasty 
Billy Ray, the Rapid Transit Stakes victor 
on the 2001 Claiming Crown card at Phila¬ 
delphia Park. 

“I used to breed a lot of my own horses, 
but I’ve really gotten away from that end 
of the business,” Velazquez said. “I prefer 
to claim or buy 2-year-olds in training.” 

In 2014, Velazquez saddled his first 
Grade 1 winner and got his first trip to 
the Breeders’ Cup when Good Friends 
Stable’s Private Zone, whom he took 


into his stable upon the suspension of 
trainer Doug O’Neill, won the Vosburgh 
Handicap-Gl in New York, and then 
shipped to California for the Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint-Gl. 

In the Sprint, fourth-choice Private 
Zone chased midpack down the stretch 
and tried to cut into the lead of Work All 
Week, but had to settle for third, worth 
$150,000 to his connections. 

“I thought he ran a very good race,” 
Velazquez said. “He just couldn’t catch the 
winner.” Four weeks later Private Zone 
captured the Grade 1 Cigar Mile. 

Velazquez had previously trained the 
hard-knocking filly On a High Cloud for 
one of the principals in Good Friends, 
Hilton Gordon. 

Velazquez also trained Traffic Light, a 
winner of 10 of 29 starts and $613,160 
from 2011 to 2015. Traffic Light won 
stakes at Parx in 2012, 2013 and 2014. 

In his long career, Velazquez’s horses 
have finished in the money 1,840 times 
from 6,468 starts (28.4 percent), and he 
has a lifetime winning rate of 15.5 per¬ 
cent (through March 25). Those numbers 
helped Velazquez weather the lean times 
at Parx and help him prosper in the richer 
slots era of today. 

■ After a hiatus of more than two months, 
the first horses broke from the gate at Parx 
Feb. 27. 

The plan was for the Bensalem oval 
to be dark from Dec. 22 through Feb. 13, 
but bad weather and poor track condi¬ 
tions, much of it exacerbated by prob¬ 
lems caused by the installation of a new 
inner rail, postponed the reopening by two 
weeks. 

In mid-March, the track released its 
2016 stakes schedule, comprised of 31 
stakes worth $6 million. The schedule is 
similar to last year, but 10 stakes have been 
raised from $75,000 to $100,000, and the 
$1 million Pennsylvania Derby-G2 will fol¬ 
low the Travers Stakes-Gl at Saratoga Race 
Course by four weeks rather than three, as 
it did in 2015. The Pennsylvania Derby is 
scheduled for Saturday, Sept. 24. 

Last year’s stakes schedule consisted 
of 30 stakes worth $5.6 million, with five 
$150,000 stakes added during the track’s 
inaugural Fall Festival, which brought the 
total value to $6.35 million. 

Also on the Pennsylvania Derby card 
is the $1 million Cotillion Stakes-Gl, 
$300,000 Gallant Bob Stakes-G3 and two 
other stakes. 
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The $300,000 Smarty Jones Stakes-G3, 
the local prep for the Pennsylvania Derby, 
will be run on Labor Day, Sept. 5, a pro¬ 
gram that also features the $300,000 Turf 
Monster Stakes-G3, $200,000 Greenwood 
Cup Stakes-G3 and $200,000 Turf Amazon 
Stakes. 

Pennsylvania’s Day at the Races, when 
five $100,000 stakes for Pennsylvania-breds 
will be run, is set for Saturday, Sept. 3. 

■ Trainer Butch Reid went all the way to 
Saratoga last August to drop a claim slip 
for $32,000 on behalf of owner Glenn 
Bennett for Bessie’s Boy, a Pennsylvania- 
bred son of Smoke Glacken who won the 
$100,000 Tremont Stakes at Belmont Park 
as a 2-year-old. 

Now 4, Bessie’s Boy has gone a long 
way toward paying back that claim price as 
he captured an allowance for state-breds 


March 7, worth $25,200 to the winner, in 
his first start back since mid-December, 
leading nearly all the way in the SVz -furlong 
contest. 

With Maria Remedio in the irons, 
Bessie’s Boy shook off a sound bump 
leaving the gate to range up and duel 
with heavily favored Penn National ship¬ 
per Maxwell Smarty. The pair slugged it 
out around the turn until the head of the 
stretch, when Bessie’s Boy kicked clear 
and spurted away nearing the eighth pole, 
gliding under the wire 2 Vi lengths in front. 
As the second-longest price in the field of 
five, Bessie’s Boy returned a healthy $24.60. 

Bessie’s Boy was bred by Reid client 
Chuck Zacney and sold by Charlton at the 
2012 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic December 
mixed sale as a weanling for $15,500. He 
won his debut as a 2-year-old in April 


2014 at Pimlico Race Course for trainer 
Wesley Ward and owner Ice Wine Stable, 
and followed up with a 6-length tally in the 
Tremont. 

Bessie’s Boy didn’t maintain that top 
form, finishing off the board in the Sanford 
Stakes-G3 and Gold Rush Futurity. It was 
only in May of his 3-year-old season, 
when Ward dropped him in for a claiming 
tag, that he rebounded with a victory at 
Belmont. His fourth career victory came at 
Saratoga in July 2015, and he was claimed 
by Reid next out. 

Bessie’s Boy is out of the Meadowlake 
mare Rey Lake, and is a half-brother to 
stakes winner and $198,156-earner The 
Louisiana Kid, a son of Afleet Alex also 
bred by Zacney. His second dam is stakes 
winner and graded stakes-placed Expensive 
Issue, a daughter of Deerhound. %

Money in the Bank 

Gomena, Balance the Budget score 
Carolina Cup runaway to open season

J ulie Gomena thought long and hard 
about what it felt like to win the 
Carolina Cup April 2. 

“Shocked, surprised, awed. . .?” 

The former event rider laughed about 
winning her biggest race as a steeplechase 
trainer and came up with one more adjec¬ 
tive. 

“Delighted.” 

Stonelea Stable’s Balance the Budget 
upset the first stakes of the season with a 
polished effort, rolling from a relaxed spot 


in the field of nine to win by 3 3 A lengths 
over Special Skills and Tubal at Springdale 
Race Course in Camden, S.C. Mark Watts 
rode the son of Bellamy Road. 

Gomena, who rides out each morn¬ 
ing, spent the winter in nearby Aiken and 
knew Balance the Budget was ready for his 
biggest achievement in the $75,000 novice 
hurdle stakes. 

“I think I figured out something, when 
the horses are running off with me in 
their last work, they’re ready,” Gomena 


said. “Country Cousin did the same thing. 
Budget and I were BFFs this winter, we 
really enjoyed each other, I could tell he 
was happy and ready to do something 
good.” 

Balance the Budget had won one pre¬ 
vious stakes in his career, a romp in the 
Imperial Cup at Aiken last spring, also 
his seasonal debut. In between that win 
and the Carolina Cup, accomplished off a 
similar four-month break, the chestnut lost 
six in a row. 

“I guess he’s best when he’s fresh, he 
was ready to rock and roll,” Gomena 
said. “Maybe I should turn him out until 
Saratoga. . .” 

Gomena’s mother-in-law Nina Bonnie, 
whose son Robert scours the form for 
possible steeplechase purchases and claims, 
claimed Balance the Budget for $16,000 at 
Churchill Downs in 2013. Making his 15th 
start over hurdles, the Kentucky-bred put 
his experience to good use. 

“It was a very tough race. He needs the 
speed, he can last, he can last, he can last, 
he doesn’t have a real kick, and his jumping,

he’ll leave strides out now. He needs a flat 
track, he doesn’t like terrain,” Gomena said. 
“I told Mark ‘if you’re on top, I’ll kill you,’ 
but the hardest part is he’ll be out-jumping 
everybody, he’s got a lot more experience 
than those other horses. His jumping has 
gotten nothing but better.” 

Balance the Budget was bred in Ken¬ 
tucky by Liberation Farm and Oratis. The 
now 7-year-old sold for $60,000 as a year¬ 
ling and made his racing debut in 2011 for 
Hall of Fame trainer Bill Mott and major 
owners Klaravich Stable and William 
Lawrence. He broke his maiden for a 
$50,000 tag the next year, then meandered 
through a flat career with two more wins, 
several claims and 14 starts in New York, 
Florida and Kentucky. The last claim sent 
him steeplechasing. The Carolina Cup was 
his third win and pushed his jump earnings 
to $109,250 (about $7,000 more than his 
flat earnings). 

I Kate Dalton gives all her horses nick¬ 
names, as soon as they walk in the barn. 
African Oil (Fr), from France, became 
French Freddie. The Grange, from flat 
trainer Charlie LoPresti, became Charlie. 
Express Line (Fr), was bred in France and 
came from LoPresti so became Stanley. 

Dalton talks about Stanley—named 
after rocker Paul Stanley of Kiss because 
of a tongue-sticking-out habit—like he’s 
a pet. 

“Stanley? Oh, I love him. I just love him,” 
the trainer said. “He’s so cool.” 

And fast. 

Express Line made his hurdle debut 
for Shadowfax Stable, Dalton and her hus¬ 
band/jockey Bernie in a $30,000 maiden 
special at Camden. As the field of 10 left 
the backside, Express Line was going fine, 
but a bit like a pet. 

“He just going along the entire race like 
he always does and then he made a mistake 
at the second-to-last and Bernie got after 
him, as soon as he hit him, he took off,” 
Dalton said. 

Express Line skipped to a 3V2-length 
score over Kensington Court and Spoiler 
Alert, both who had previous starts over 
hurdles. 

“My initial reaction when I saw the over¬ 
night, was like, ‘oh.’ I was hoping for more 
first-time starters, normally, at Camden, 
you get a lot of first-time starters and it’s 
a nice race to get experience. This year, it 
was all these horses who had a run or two 
in the fall, I thought it was salty,” Dalton 
said. “I emailed the owners and said we 


were going for an education and plan on 
coming to Charlotte [April 28]. I was going 
to be delighted to be fourth or fifth, and 
going to the second-to-last, that’s how it 
looked. I thought, ‘Great, grand, he’s going 
to be fourth or fifth.’ ” 

The Daltons have had success over 
hurdles with The Grange and Express 
Line, maidens going nowhere in LoPresti’s 
quality flat stable. 

“It’s like we always say, it can really turn 
them around, sometimes they need that 
extra mile or the speed bumps,” Dalton 
said. “I’ll take anything that’s coming out 
of Charlie LoPresti’s shedrow.” 

Express Line was one of seven jumpers 
in the Daltons’ barn in Camden this winter. 
The winner, a son of Gainesway stallion 
Afleet Express and the Swain (Ire) mare 
A1 Beedaa made three starts for Gainesway 
and LoPresti—all fairly lopsided losses and 
the last for a $15,000 claiming price. 

I Willow U had a productive season at 
Saratoga in 2015. The New York-bred 
daughter of Utopia (Jpn) won twice and 
finished second once in three starts-and 
found a new career. Claimed by Check 
Mark Stable Sept. 4, Willow U transitioned 
rapidly, finishing second in her hurdle 
debut for trainer Richard Valentine at 
Aiken Fall Steeplechase Oct. 31. 

“It was quick for me. She took to jump¬ 
ing, everybody who schooled her said 
she had her own way. Bernie [Dalton] 
gave her a terrific, patient ride, she wasn’t 
as schooled up as well as I would have 
wanted,” Valentine said of the debut 
effort, a half-length loss to Barbara’s Smile. 
“We thought she would run well, but she 
jumped the two down the back very poorly 
so I was shocked to see how she acceler¬ 


ated after the last. I didn’t think she’d be 
in the top four when she made those mis¬ 
takes, it was good to see her pick up like 
that, she’s game.” 

With some winter seasoning, the 5-year- 
old mare won a $20,000 maiden hurdle for 
fillies/mares at the Carolina Cup. Ridden 
by Jack Doyle, she took over on the 
final turn and drew off to score by 8!4 
lengths over seven rivals. Esquel finished 
second with So Far Away third. Bred by 
Shadybrook Farm, Willow U won three 
times on the flat, the last two for trainer 
George Weaver and Thomas Brockley. 

Check Mark and Valentine claimed her 
for $35,000 out of a Saratoga win late last 
summer. 

“This winter, we spent more time 
just getting her to gallop quietly,” said 
Valentine. “Coming down here was a little 
much for her brain to take in, so we spent 
a lot of time doing what I learned from 
Janet Elliot, those small figure-eights and 
teaching her to switch off.” 

DREAMIN FOOL 
RULES AT AIKEN 

Horses for courses. It’s an adage that 
appears around the world of horse rac¬ 
ing, firm turf, soft turf, sharp bends, roll¬ 
ing hills, right-handed, left-handed, inside 
speed bias, it could be anything for a horse 
to excel over a certain course. Especially in 
jump racing. 

The Aiken Steeplechase, which hosts 
one day of racing in the spring and another 
in the fall, is the ultimate course for a horse. 
Year after year, specific horses win at Aiken, 
usually frontrunners. Frequently, they win 
at both meets. And trainers know it. 
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Doug Fout shipped Virginia Lazenby’s 
Dreamin Fool from his base in The Plains, 
Va., to Aiken, S.C., to win a maiden hurdle 
in October. That was the fall goal. 

The spring goal? Like pouring milk into 
your coffee, Fout circled, aimed and deliv¬ 
ered Dreamin Fool for Budweiser Imperial 
Cup, the feature on the spring opener at 
Aiken March 26. 

“I’ve had success with that kind of 
horse at Aiken,” Fout said. “We made the 
plan in the fall. It helps if you plan far 
enough ahead, it all came together.” 

Dreamin Fool took advantage of the 
change from a Grade 3 stakes to allowance 
conditions and took advantage of three 
rivals who failed to reel in the 8-year-old 
over the 2-mile trip. Dreamin Fool won by 
three-quarters of a length over Orchestra 
Leader. Dreamin Fool won for the second 
time in his hurdle career, completing a 
reformation from competing for a $5,000 
claiming tag at Delta Downs back in 2013. 


“It wasn’t that fast, but there was a tor¬ 
rential rainstorm, we’ve had good luck at 
Aiken, we set him up for it, that was prob¬ 
ably the biggest thing,” Fout said. “Gigi 
and her husband, Ted, wanted to go there, 
we sent him home for 45 days and he came 
back with the idea to go to Aiken and have 
him ready to run.” 

Kieran Norris rode the winner, a Ken¬ 
tucky-bred son of Woke Up Dreamin. The 
dark bay gelding lost his first seven jump 
tries — only one of which was at Aiken. 

I Proving the horse-for-course adage yet 
again, Dave Washer’s Takepointsandrun 
completed the Aiken fall/spring double by 
taking the conditioned claimer. 

Washer, who won the 1975 Colonial 
Cup on Cafe Prince, claimed the son of 
Point Given for $7,500 at Churchill Downs 
in September, converted him to hurdling 
in 44 days and won his debut at Aiken in 
October. The 6-year-old gelding spent the 


winter in Camden and took advantage of 
the Aiken advantage to win for the second 
time in his hurdle career. Darren Nagle was 
aboard for the half-length win over Ryvit 
in a four-horse field restricted to non¬ 
winners of two for a $15,000 tag. 

Two weeks later, Takepointsandrun 
won again—moving up a notch to win a 
handicap hurdle at Stoneybrook in North 
Carolina April 9. Sold to leading steeple¬ 
chase owner Irv Naylor and trainer Billy 
Meister (as a potential timber horse) 
between entry day and race day, Takepoints¬ 
andrun prevailed by a head over Odi et 
Amo in a field of seven. 

■ Elizabeth Carey and Ted Gregory of 
Check Mark Stable felt pressure over their 
two-horse entry in the hurdle handicap at 
Aiken. Pressure from friends, looking to 
make a score at tailgate betting pools. 

“We were lucky in 2014 and 2015 and 
had two wins and two seconds, so friends

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and acquaintances wrote to us and thanked 
us for their $9 or $12 winnings,” Carey said. 
“Before the race, friends started asking if 
we had a winner, should they bet? 

“We had high hopes for Complete Dyno 
and Mr. Lickety, but made friends aware 
that they carried heavy weights in the race. 
Ted and I were nervous, as always before a 
race, but more so because of other peo¬ 
ple’s expectations.” 

The horses didn’t disappoint, finish¬ 
ing first and second in the $20,000 race. 
Mr. Lickety scored for trainer Richard 
Valentine and jockey Jack Doyle, best¬ 
ing Complete Dyno by 6 3 A lengths in the 
2-mile hurdle restricted to horses rated 110 
and below on the National Steeplechase 
Association system. 

“There is nothing more fun than rac¬ 
ing in our hometown, less than a half- 
mile from our house,” Carey said. “Bernie 
Dalton and Jack Doyle held them at the 
back for quite a while, so it was a big relief, 
when Mr. Lickety finally came into view 
heading into the last turn, with Complete 
Dyno sweeping along behind him. I was 
cheering Lome on Boys,’ so proud of 
them both, and glad that our friends had 
won.” 

One friend yelled, “Diaper money” and 
another shouted, “Dinner out.” 


Chalk up another horse for course, as 
Mr. Lickety improved his record to 3-for-3 
at Aiken. 

SOLID RESULTS 
AT STEEPLECHASE SALE 

The second annual Go Jump Racing 
sale of steeplechase horses and prospects 
produced seven sales, including two new 
owners, at Great Meadow Racecourse in 
The Plains, Va., April 10. 

Novice hurdle stakes winner Selection 
Sunday topped the select catalog (11 horses 
entered the ring) at $44,000. The 7-year- 
old, a three-time winner over jumps, was 
sold by the estate of Andre Brewster and 
purchased by Matt Groff and trainer Jack 
Fisher. Also the horse’s trainer for Brewster, 
Fisher outbid Tim Shaw for the Kentucky- 
bred son of Harlan’s Holiday and the 
Quiet American mare Ntombi. 

Fisher also re-purchased hurdle pros¬ 
pect Wild Dynaformer ($21,000) from the 
Brewster estate. The 4-year-old, a half- 
brother to Grade 1 flat winner Pyro, was 
expected to make his jump debut this 
spring. 

Two new owners from Virginia stepped 
up to buy horses, with advice from trainers 
Speedy and Eva Smithwick. Mo Baptiste

spent $30,000 on Extensible, a 4-year-old 
Malibu Moon gelding whose flat career 
included six losses for trainer Chad Brown 
and owner Bob LaPenta. Baptiste runs a 
foxhunting stable near Middleburg and 
planned to syndicate Extensible for some 
clients. Barbara duPont spent $15,000 to 
buy Niccatasha, a 5-year-old Maryland- 
bred mare from Becky Davis and trainer 
Tim Keefe. The sister to stakes-placed 
winners Touch the Birds and Just Sayin 
finished fourth for a $14,000 tag on the 
turf at Laurel Park April 3 and could race 
on the flat before learning a new career 
this year. 

The sale produced $138,000 in gross 
sales, with 5 percent going to the National 
Steeplechase Foundation for promotion 
and growth efforts. 

NOTES ! Early season action was rela¬ 
tively split with Valentine winning three 
races early to take a lead among the train¬ 
ers. Cyril Murphy won with his first two 
starters off the farm in Maryland. Ross 
Geraghty won three races early, but was 
trailed by four jockeys with two wins 
each . . . Last year’s Eclipse Award winner 
Dawalan (Fr) will miss this season with a 
tendon injury suffered in a flat prep at a 
point-to-point in April. The defection at 
the top of the division leaves a wide-open 
path to the championship, though Murphy 
and owner Irv Naylor also have Rawnaq 
(Ire) aiming for the $200,000 Iroquois-Gl 
in May. ■

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Nancy Boyce: Maryland’s 
gentle lady with artistic 
skill, wry sense of humor

U C\ 

v^/h, I really haven't done 
anything special," said Nancy 
Lee Boyce, with her customary 
modesty "I really don't know 
what all the fuss is about." 

The "fuss" is the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association's 
publication of a comprehen¬ 
sive collection of Boyce's car¬ 
toons that appeared in the 
Maryland Horse magazine for 
more than 30 years. This series 
of three books concentrates on 
the Confidentially Speaking 
cartoons from 1963-86. Each 
month during that time, Boyce 
created what her former edi¬ 
tor Raleigh Burroughs referred 
to as "the life and adventures 
of the equine character." 

Burroughs, editor of the 
Maryland Horse from 1953-61, 
was included in the National 
Racing Museum's Joe Hirsch 
Media Roll of Honor in 2015 
for career excellence in race 
writing. Burroughs knew 
what he was about when it 
came to the Thoroughbred 
world. For Boyce horses as a 
career all started when Bur¬ 
roughs hired her in 1953 to 
create Bill the Stable Pony, 
modeled on her husband's 
racetrack lead pony. The com¬ 
ic interpretations of life at the 
track struck characteristically 
close to home and were an im¬ 
mediate success with readers.

Boyce herself came from an 
abundant equine background. 
Born at Mill Farm (now the 
home of the Benedictine Sis¬ 
ters of Baltimore) at the east¬ 
ern edge of the Green Spring 
Valley, her father, O'Donnell 
Lee, rode in four Maryland 
Hunt Cups (1906, 1908, 1912, 
and 1913), finishing second on 
Football, although he was dis¬ 
qualified for cutting a flag. 

Her aunt, also Nancy Lee, 
owned Morrellton Chief, third 



in the 1907 Maryland Hunt 
Cup. 

"Although he died when I 
was 16, my father introduced 
me to riding and he loved rac¬ 
ing," said Boyce. "When I was 
going to Bryn Mawr School, 
my closest friend and I would 
go with him to Pimlico to 
watch the races and split a bet." 

Boyce's first pony was Hol¬ 
ly purchased at Carlin's Ice 
Rink in Baltimore. Next came 
Sammy who fox hunted with 
the Green Spring Hounds. 

After graduation from Bryn 
Mawr and then Smith College, 
Nancy married Thoroughbred 
trainer Gittings Boyce and 
raised five children: O'Don¬ 
nell, Elise, Timmy Lambert 
and Hallie. Nancy also began 
a teaching career at the same 
time that she was creating 
her cartoons for the Maryland 
Horse : 10 years teaching fifth- 
grade history and English at 
Bryn Mawr, then another two 
decades at the Harford Coun¬ 
try Day School from which 
she retired in the mid-1980s. 

Adding to this hectic sched¬ 
ule, she became the primary 
feature writer for the Mary¬ 
land Horse when Anne Christ¬ 
mas, the former feature writer, 
died. Boyce wrote about fox 
hunting, showing, and the 
Maryland steeplechase races 
not to mention chronicling the 
people who were prominent 
in each of those sports. 

"Snowden Carter was the 
editor then and he was the 
one who taught me to write," 
Boyce said. "He was a news¬ 
paper man and meticulous. I 
greatly appreciate all that he 
taught me. And I also had the 
help of Marge Dance who was 


an unlimited fund of knowl¬ 
edge. She had catalogues in 
her head and could recite sta¬ 
tistics at will. I still miss her." 

Carter also expanded 
Boyce's role as a cartoonist 
with the addition of "Hapless 
Hardscramble" and "Confi¬ 
dentially Speaking." Especial¬ 
ly popular with subscribers 
was the annual spread show¬ 
casing new Maryland stal¬ 
lions in cartoon form. 

"With my children and 
teaching, the wonderful thing 
was that I could do all my 
Maryland Horse work from 
home and send it in. The 
drawing part was easy; it was 
coming up with the ideas that 
was hard," she admitted. "Ex¬ 
cellent art classes at both Bryn 
Mawr and Smith developed 
my drawing ability The horse 
cartoons just evolved. I was 
always interested in line, and 
then I started painting with 
[art instructor] Polly Mitchell. 
There I learned about oils and 
painting 'real horses.' One 
never stops learning. I'm still 
taking classes at my age [her 
90s] here at Broadmead [the 
Cockeysville retirement com¬ 
munity where she lives.] 

"I even broadened my per¬ 
spective by getting into a race¬ 
horse partnership in the early 
2000s with Ben Feliciano. We 
had about 30 people in that 
partnership called One Love 
Stable. It only continued about 
three years, but we had a lot of 
fun. 

"In the old days, horses and 
racing were done for fun. We 
had tracks that went for two 
weeks and moved on. That 
created a local interest and en¬ 
tertainment, much like Timo- 


nium today Now it's all about 
the money because the sport 
must compete with the lottery 

"The magazine has had to 
change with the sport," she 
continued. "There's much 
more racing, so the Mid-Atlan¬ 
tic Thoroughbred doesn't cover 
the other horse sports such as 
showing and fox hunting, but 
it has grown to cover states 
other than Maryland. This re¬ 
flects the racing industry in a 
very positive way With the in¬ 
come from casinos, purses are 
increased which allows more 
breeding and racing, and the 
thoroughbred industry is 
healthier. 

"But there's no doubt that 
the industry has changed 
since I joined the magazine all 
those years ago. I'm not sure 
that my cartoons will interest 
people today I was surprised 
when the [Maryland] Horse 
Breeders decided to reprint 
them." 

More recently Boyce has 
come closer to today's world 
through jockey Forest Boyce, 
her granddaughter, a winner 
of nearly 600 races already in 
her career. Nancy goes to the 
racetrack as often as possible 
to watch Forest compete. 

"This is a world that my 
grandmother knows from the 
ground up. When I first start¬ 
ed to ride races, she wasn't 
that keen," Forest said. "She 
told me how difficult it was. 
She pointed out that lots of 
people can have a 'bug' year, 
but it's much tougher to turn 
that into a real career. But she 
also told me to do something 
that I really love. 

"My grandmother is incred¬ 
ible in what she picks up in a 






















world and through her drawings and 
ironic insights she lets us experience that 
world with her. The cartoons depict wry 
moments or fleeting visual vignettes of 
living a life with horses. They are an in¬ 
sider's look at what makes horses and 
horse people unique, a little different and 
fun. Their appeal is engaging to horse 
people of any time or place."

race, for example. She actually sees what 
I've experienced out there. She even picks 
up a horse's problems. Most people, even 
those who work with the horses all the 
time, don't pick up on things the way she 
does. 

"I love her cartoons. With her light¬ 
hearted humor, she catches the way this 
world is and that is the essence of her 
drawings, her take on what's really going 
on." 

Ross Peddicord, Executive Director 
of the Maryland Horse Industry Board, 


mirrors Forest's feelings about Nancy

"I started writing for The Maryland 
Horse in 1966 when I was a junior at Mc- 
Donogh School. This was Nancy's heyday 
at the Maryland Horse," he said.

Joe Doe on Board 


Let's just say Joe Doe 
wants you to know what goes 
into being on the board of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation. 

A little about Joe first. He 
is a Maryland-bred farm boy, 
and early on remembers hold¬ 
ing a black foal in the barn lob¬ 
by on the night of a Preakness 
party. A grainy photo shows 
guests in plaid jackets, guests 
in pearls, his two sisters in 
dresses holding horses with 
him. The editor of the Mary¬ 
land Horse magazine back then 
is named Snowden. That's his 
first name, Joe learns when he 
calls Mr. Carter Mr. Snowden. 

"We'd like to have an Open 
House at all the Maryland 
stallion farms," Joe hears Mr. 
Carter tell his father, and on 
a Saturday morning, car af¬ 
ter car gawks slowly into the 
farm, and Joe points them 
to park in the field where he 
and his brothers play baseball 
in farm-frayed Orioles' ball 
caps, calling out "Who wants 
to be Frank, who wants to be 
Brooks Robinson?" 

Fifty years later, Joe sits 
at a board meeting wonder¬ 
ing how to revive the ancient 
tradition of opening the fam¬ 
ily's old farm to visitors. It's a 
floating thought, as he looks 
out the windows of a meeting 
room at Goucher College- 
spring in bloom on the farm-

like campus, more than 280 
acres cupped inside the Bal¬ 
timore Beltway. The MHBA 
board is assembled to hear 
Goucher President Dr. Jose 
Bowen express excitement at a 
possible cooperative effort to 
locate the association's offices 
in the middle of his college's 
equestrian center complex. 

A marriage of education 
and the horse-breeding busi¬ 
ness, a pipeline of students 
enrolled in Goucher's new 
equestrian studies minor, to be 
tutored by career profession¬ 
als, a benefit to all, Joe hears. 
The electricity of student vibes 
is felt across the grounds. 

Architect's renderings 
by Blackburn Associates for 
Goucher's Master Plan depict 
pen-and-ink barns faced in 
Butler stone, wooded trails, 
acres of fields, a cluster of ad¬ 
ministrative buildings hold¬ 
ing equine-related offices, 
classrooms - visionary stuff, 
requiring visionary people. 

Joe thinks: Tike the Orioles' 
Camden Yards required vi¬ 
sion, political will. He thinks: 
All good things are hard, and 
all good things need luck, 
need favorable timing. 

Onto other matters goes 
Joe's mind. He votes on a mo¬ 
tion to approve races restrict¬ 
ed to Maryland-bred runners, 
for non-winners of a race oth¬ 


er than maiden, claiming, or 
starter. 

"New York-breds, Penn- 
sylvania-breds, they come in 
here with two restricted wins 
under their belts, but their 
allowance win is not count¬ 
ed against them," Joe hears 
arguments by trainers on the 
MHBA board. "We need to 
card restricted races for Mary- 
land-breds besides just our 
stakes program." 

Joe feels the axis of racing in 
Maryland shift under his feet. 
Four races for Maryland-bred 
horses are proposed. Purses of 
$35,000 each, on the turf, full 
fields the hope. Slots money 
dedicated to the mission of 
keeping that revenue churn¬ 
ing through Maryland. 

As if on theme, here comes 
House Bill 965: The Maryland 
International and Preakness 
Stakes Incentive Act of 2016. 
More good news. The state 
lottery will sponsor a reborn 
Washington, D.C., Interna¬ 
tional, renamed the "Mary¬ 
land International," with 
$500,000 in unclaimed lottery 
prize money. 

But wait: There's also a 
$500,000 bonus in HB 965. For 
a Maryland-bred or Mary¬ 
land-sired horse who wins 
the Preakness; and another 
$100,000 bonus to any such 
horse who places in the Preak¬ 
ness; precise allocations gov¬ 


erned by the Maryland Racing 
Commission. 

HB 965 passed on the last 
day of the 2016 Legislative 
Session in Annapolis. Oh, 
my. Joe imagines a Mary¬ 
land horse in the parade to 
the Preakness starting gate, a 
national television audience 
alerted to the economic incen¬ 
tives of breeding in Maryland. 
The Deputed Testamony ma¬ 
nia of 1983, when the Boniface 
homebred won, flashes be¬ 
fore Joe's eyes, only this time 
around, a lottery-sized bonus 
flows to the connections of the 
winning horse. Oh my good¬ 
ness, what a moment for a 
Maryland farm, a Maryland 
horse-on national TV. 

On to a report to MHBA 
Yearling Show exhibitors. Joe 
thinks of the hot June Sun¬ 
days spent persuading reluc¬ 
tant yearlings to load onto the 
trailer for the trip to the show, 
and he holds in his hands the 
names of eight racehorses, 
shown as yearlings in 2013 
and '14, who earned the most 
in purse money in 2015. Eight 
exhibitors sharing $40,000. 
Found money. To be enjoyed 
for a moment before it finds 
its way back into the cease¬ 
less bills of running farms, of 
feeding horses, of fixing farm 
equipment. 

Joe Doe says to the board: 
"I'd like to host the annual 
MHBA members meeting at 
our farm. Everybody should 
put their hand on a horse once 
in a while. Like those old-time 
open houses." 

A trainer makes it a mo¬ 
tion. A veterinarian seconds it. 
All in favor say aye. The meet¬ 
ing adjourns. ** 




Stars of the past Dave’s Friend, 
Kauai King join state’s Hall of Fame 



Dave's Friend and Kauai King, the 
Maryland-bred Thoroughbred Hall of 
Fame inductees for 2016, had remarkable 
careers, but couldn't have been more dif¬ 
ferent. One was a hard-knocking sprint¬ 
er from humble beginnings who raced 
for nine years and retired a millionaire; 
the other was a son of the mighty Native 
Dancer who became the first, and only, 
Maryland-bred to officially win the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby before retiring later that sea¬ 
son as a high-priced stallion prospect. 

Kauai King blossomed during the 
spring of his 3-year-old season 50 years 
ago, and over a span of six weeks went 
from first-time stakes winner to taking the 
first two legs of the Triple Crown. 

Bred by Virginian Dr. Frank O'Keefe's 
Pine Brook Farm, Kauai King was born 
at Sagamore Farm, the home to his clas¬ 
sic-winning sire Native Dancer, when his 
dam, the aging stakes producer Sweep 
In, was boarded there to be bred back to 
Globemaster. The daughter of *Blenheim 
II was 21 when she produced Kauai King 
in April 1963. 

O'Keefe consigned the bay colt the fol¬ 
lowing summer to the Saratoga Yearling 
Sales, where he was purchased by Tom 
Gentry on behalf of Nebraskan Mike Ford 
for $42,000. 

Named for one of the Hawaiian is¬ 
lands, Kauai King got his first stakes win 
in Gulfstream Park's Fountain of Youth in 
late March 1966, and added two victories 
at Bowie-the Prince George's Stakes, and 
the rich Governor's Gold Cup 10 days 
later-in April before being sent off as fa¬ 


vorite of 15 in the Kentucky Derby. He led 
throughout to win by a half-length. 

Two weeks later he recorded the sec¬ 
ond-fastest time in Preakness history 
(1:55.40), bettered only by Nashua, when 
winning by 1 3 A lengths. 

The Maryland-bred colt was head¬ 
strong and rank in the Belmont Stakes 
and wound up fourth. He retired after 
one more start with earnings of $381,397, 
and was named Maryland-bred Horse of 
the Year and champion 3-year-old for a 
season in which he won eight of 12 starts. 

Dave's Friend retired as the richest 
Maryland-bred runner in history in 1986, 
with $1,079,915, the vast majority earned 
in sprint competition-an amazing feat 
when the richest sprint race he won had 
a purse of $100,000. 

The son of Friend's Choice out of 
Due's Tina (by Due de Fer) was bred by 
Bob Beall, who initially trained him for 
wife Thelma until the gelding was sold 
to Eclipse Award-winning owner John 
Franks in the spring of 1981 and Jack Van 
Berg took over. 

Dave's Friend was named Mary¬ 
land-bred champion 3-year-old in 1978, 
winning eight of 12 starts, four stakes, 
including the Grade 3 Marylander while 
setting a track record for 1V% miles at Pim¬ 
lico, and the 7-furlong Patriot Stakes-G3 at 
Keystone in track-record time of 1:21.40. 
In all, he set five track records during his 
career and still holds the 5-furlong mark 
at Laurel Park (:57), set in November 1980. 

In his first 16 starts, Dave's Friend ran 
at a mile or more eight times, was never 
worse than fourth, and counted among 


his stakes efforts a second in the Grade 1 
Monmouth Invitational (now known as 
the Haskell). 

But Dave's Friend made his mark as 
a sprinter. Of his 17 stakes wins, 15 came 
at less than a mile. Twice in his career he 
was sidelined by major injuries, as well 
as quarter cracks, but returned to win in 
stakes company, getting his final add- 
ed-money score in the $100,000 Count 
Fleet Sprint Handicap at Oaklawn Park in 
1984 at age 9, in a time a full second faster 
than he won it the year before. 

A regular contender for an Eclipse 
Award, Dave's Friend never got one. The 
1980 season was the most glaring, as he 
won or placed in 13 of 14 starts, all at a 
mile or less, set two track records, won 
five stakes, four in New York and all at 6 
furlongs, and yet missed out to Plugged 
Nickle. Dave's Friend was named 1980 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year and 
champion older male. 

A committee of Maryland racing in¬ 
dustry members, coordinated by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
and Maryland Racing Media Association, 
selected this year's Hall of Fame induct¬ 
ees. 

Dave's Friend and Kauai King join 
Awad, Broad Brush, Challedon, Cigar, 
Concern, Find, Gallorette, Jameela, Little 
Bold John, Politely, Safely Kept, Twixt and 
Vertex and steeplechasers Elkridge, Jay 
Trump and Tuscalee. 

Candidates must be retired from rac¬ 
ing at least five years to be eligible for in¬ 
clusion. ^ 










Maryland-bred Stakes Winners 


Three-year-old Giant Run records 
first stakes victory at Gulf stream Park 



Maryland-bred 2-year-olds 
sell well at OBS March 


(jiant Run, a son of Gi- 
ant's Causeway out of multi¬ 
ple graded stakes-winning 
turf mare Who Did It and Run 
(by Polish Numbers), led at 
every call to record his first 
stakes win in the $75,000 Cut¬ 
ler Bay over the Gulfstream 
Park turf March 26. 

Second in the Grade 3 Palm 
Beach Stakes in his stakes de¬ 
but one start earlier, the Tom 
Albertrani trainee ridden by 
Joe Bravo went off as the 2.20-1 
favorite in the field of eight 
3-year-olds. He shot to the 
front after the break, saved 
ground through fractions of 
:24.26, :48.10 and 1:11.25, and 
won by VA lengths without 
being pressured, getting the 
1-mile distance over the firm 
course in 1:34.74. 

Giant Run is owned by 
Robert Baker and William 
Mack, who purchased the 
chestnut colt for $200,000 
at the 2014 Keeneland Sep¬ 
tember yearling sale. Never 
worse than second in his four 
starts on the turf. Giant Run 
has earned $117,310 in seven 
starts. 


Bred by Richard Golden's 
Sycamore Hall Thorough¬ 
breds, Giant Run is the third 
stakes performer for Who Did 
It and Run, an accomplished 
turf runner who won the 
Grade 2 Jersey Derby (against 
males) and the Reeve Schley Jr. 
Stakes-G2. She is also the dam 
of stakes winner American 
Victory, dam of 2016 stakes- 
placed 3-year-old Charmed 
Victory, and Who's Cozy, a 
graded stakes-placed runner 
and dam of stakes winner 
Who's in Town and stakes- 
placed Campaign Vows. The 
family includes Hangover 
Kid, an earner of $643,203 
who won the Grade 2 Bowl¬ 
ing Green Handicap and West 
Point Stakes and had three 
stakes-placings, including the 
Grade 1 United Nations Hand¬ 
icap. Hangover Kid entered 
stud this year at Murmur Farm 
in Darlington, Md. 

Who Did It and Run pro¬ 
duced a daughter of Not For 
Love, named Worthy of Love, 
in 2014, and a full-brother to 
Giant Run in 2015. She was 
bred to Magician (Ire) for this 
year. ^ 


Three of the four Mary¬ 
land-bred juveniles offered at 
the OBS March Sale of 2-year- 
olds in training sold, each for 
six figures. 

The average for the sale, 
March 15 and 16 in Ocala, Fla., 
was $158,923; the Mary¬ 
land-bred average was 
$ 200 , 000 . 

The highest-priced of the 
three was a $270,000 colt from 
the first crop of The Factor out 
of Oneminutetomidnite bred 
by Charles and Cynthia Mc- 
Ginnes at their Thornmar 
farm in Chestertown. 

Named Tip of the Day, the 
gray/roan colt was sold for 
$100,000 by his breeders at the 
Keeneland September year¬ 
ling sale when purchased by 
Cary Frommer. Narvick Inter¬ 
national purchased the colt 
from Frommer's consignment 
at Ocala. 

Oneminutetomidnite, a 
daughter of Street Cry (Ire) 
and half-sister to stakes win¬ 
ners Wicapi, All the Marbles, 
Col. Ralph and Cranberry 
Muffin, is the dam of two oth¬ 


er foals of racing age, both 
winners. 

Pennsylvanian Phyllis 
Wyeth's Chadds Ford Stable 
bid $210,000 to get a filly out 
of graded stakes-placed Home 
Court (by Storm Cat) from the 
first crop of Wyeth's classic 
winner Union Rags. 

Bred by David DiPietro, the 
filly was also a Keeneland 
September graduate, bringing 
$80,000. The filly, consigned 
by Casse Sales for Kinsman 
Farm, is a half-sister to multi¬ 
ple graded winner Coup de 
Grace; her second dam is 
champion Jewel Princess, who 
also produced Home Court's 
stakes-winning full-brother 
One Nice Cat. 

Agent Jane Buchanan 
bought a colt by Girolamo out 
of La Gatita (by Tale of the Cat) 
bred by Bob Manfuso and 
Katy Voss for $120,000. 

The colt's dam is a half-sis¬ 
ter to Parlez, dam of million¬ 
aire International Star. The colt 
sold at Keeneland September 
for $95,000, and was consigned 
in Florida by Imagine. ^ 


Not For Love soars 
up 2016 broodmare 
sires rankings 


Wa, the victory by 
California Chrome in the $10 
million Dubai World Cup-Gl 
March 26, Northview Stal¬ 
lion Station retiree Not For 
Love shot up the national 
broodmare sires lists. 

Through mid-April his 
daughters' offspring had 
earned nearly $7.5 million 
which placed Not For Love 
third. He trailed only Sun¬ 
day Silence, represented by 
nearly seven times as many 
runners this year, and Storm 
Cat (more than three times as 
many runners). 

Not For Love is the brood¬ 
mare sire of 119 starters, 35 


winners and five stakes win¬ 
ners as of April 13. 

Horse of the Year and 
champion 3-year-old in 2014, 
California Chrome became 
the richest North American 
runner in history, with career 
earnings of $12,532,650 from 
21 starts. His dam. Love the 
Chase, and granddam. Chase 
It Down, were bred in Mary¬ 
land by Tom and Chris Bow¬ 
man (the former in partner¬ 
ship with Milton Higgins). 

Chase It Down is a daugh¬ 
ter of Polish Numbers, who 
stood his entire stud career 
Northview Stallion Station.

out of the Smokester mare Starship Smokester followed his first graded stakes victory 
with a dominating performance in the Gravesend Handicap at the same distance Dec. 26, 
winning by 5% lengths. 

Earlier in the year Green Gratto finished second in the Grade 1 Carter Handicap and 
third in the Grade 3 Tom Fool Handicap. He showed his durability throughout 2015 by 
finishing on the board in 11 of 16 starts. Bred by Kaz Hill Farm and trained by Gaston 
Grant, Green Gratto earned $480,550 for the season, to boost his career total to $635,514.

Gerald Sleeters Love Came to Town is the 2015 champion 3-year-old filly after 
winning four of her 11 starts. The daughter of Medallist out of 2007 New Jersey-bred 
Horse of the Year Talkin About Love was a consistent performer throughout 2015, 
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Sunny Ridge's 2-year-old wins included the Sapling at Monmouth.

winning races ranging from 6 furlongs to 1 mile 
and 70 yards at both Monmouth Park and Parx. Kevin 
Sleeter is the breeder and trainer of the filly who won 
three consecutive races from June 7 through Aug. 3 by a 
combined 22 lengths. 

No More Music was honored as champion 3-year-old 
colt after a successful sophomore campaign that saw him 
win two races and finish second in his stakes debut in 
the Charles J. Hesse III Handicap against older runners. 
The Holly Crest Farm homebred is by Stephen Got Even 
out of This Girl Rocks, by Tactical Cat. Trained by John 
Mazza, No More Music earned $72,870 from six starts 
for the year. 

The second Holly Crest Farm homebred to be 
honored is Stiffed, named champion older filly or mare 
after a multiple stakes-winning campaign at 4. The 
daughter of Stephen Got Even out of High Noon Nellie, 
by Silver Deputy, won the Monmouth Beach Stakes 
and Jersey Girl Handicap, finished second in the Grade 
3 Molly Pitcher Stakes and was third in the Rampart 
Stakes-G3. Trained by John Mazza, she earned $177,434 
during her 2015 campaign. 

Oak Bluffs was named champion turf runner after 
winning seven of 13 starts during his 5-year-old season, 
including the My Frenchman Stakes. The son of Defrere 
out of the Disco Rico mare Disco Shaker won six starts 
for owner Jagger Inc. and trainer Jamie Ness after being 
claimed for $20,000 in February 2015. Oak Bluffs won 
four consecutive races, all at Monmouth Park, beginning 
May 9 and ending with his victory in the My Frenchman 
Stakes Aug. 8. He earned $196,808 during the year.

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Thatholeinmypocket was honored as TBANJ 
Broodmare of the Year. Joe-Dan Farm owns the 12-year- 
old daughter of Pure Prize out of the Turkoman mare La 
Turk. Thatholeinmypocket has produced three blacktype 
winners from three starters, including New Jersey-breds 
Geeky Gorgeous, a multiple stakes winner and earner 
of $525,644, and Chubble Maker, a winner of four races 
in six starts in 2015, including the New Jersey Breeders 
Handicap. 

Thatholeinmypocket also has an unraced 4-year-old 
colt by Hey Chub named Bubba Chub, a yearling filly by 
More Than Ready, and a 2016 colt by Hey Chub. 


Don Six is the TBANJ Stallion of the Year. The 
16-year-old son of Wild Escapade out of Concordes 
Beauty, by Concorde Bound, was a multiple stakes 
winner who reached the winners circle 10 times in his 
career and earned $612,123. Don Six is the sire of 81 
foals of racing age and 51 of his progeny have reached 
the winner’s circle. He has sired stakes winners Saucy 
Don ($322,270), My Place Anytime ($242,611) and Dons 
Peach ($138,998) and his progeny have lifetime earnings 
of $4,010,768.

“The intent of the New 
Jersey-bred Racing Challenge is to bring attention to 
the New Jersey-bred program and the positive impact 
the breeders and owners have on the economy and 
environment of New Jersey by aiding the preservation of 
the states open space and green acres.

The bonus will be 
distributed to the breeder, owner and trainer of the top 
four New Jersey-bred horses in each division which have 
accumulated the highest point totals at the conclusion 
of the New Jersey-bred Racing Challenge and have

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John Servis: A great 
advocate for PA-Breds

It was a magical day in mid-2014 for Penn¬ 
sylvania Senator Kim Ward when a group of state 
representatives was welcomed onto the Parx Racing 
backstretch for a tour of the grounds. The highlight of 
the morning was when Ward had the opportunity to 
meet John Servis, trainer of the most famous Penn¬ 
sylvania-Bred of the new millennium, Smarty Jones. 

“Who doesn't know John Servis and Smarty 
Jones? I was really looking forward to this!” Ward ex¬ 
claimed at the end of the tour before excitedly asking 
if she could take a picture with Servis. 

It has now been 12 years since Smarty Jones’ 
exciting run for the Triple Crown, one that set in 
motion the drive that would result in the passage 
of Act 71, which permitted the installation of slot 
machines in the state of Pennsylvania. The funding 
that would come from casino gaming enabled 
the state’s horse racing industry to flourish, 
boosting interest in racehorses eligible for the rich 
Pennsylvania-Bred bonuses. 

John Servis has always been an ardent 
supporter of Pennsylvania racing and his training 
barn is usually filled with talented PA-Bred runners. 
He also owns PA-Breds under his stable name 
Joshtylane Farm in partnership with many of his 
owners. 

“Before the slots came, if I found a horse I liked 
at the sales and he was a PA-Bred, I would some¬ 
times spend a little bit more for him,” he notes. “Now 
it’s no question: there’s certainly plenty of money to 
be made if you have a PA-Bred with any ability at all.” 

Servis has also taken advantage of the rich 
PA-Bred stakes program, including notching victories 
in recent back-to-back runnings of the $100,000 
Pennsylvania Nursery Stakes at Parx Racing. He 
first won the Nursery in 2003 when Smarty Jones 
drew off to an easy 15-length score for owners Roy 
and Patricia Chapman of Someday Farm. In 2014, 
Smarty Jones’ son Nasa won the Nursery for the 
same connections, while Bird of Trey took the 2015

edition for new Pennsylvania breeder JRita 
Young Thoroughbreds. Both horses were 
subsequently crowned Champion Two-Year- 
Old Male at Parx Racing for their respective 
years. 

“We have owned horses for about eight 
years,” says owner Rita Young, wife of J.R. 
Young (hence the stable name of JRita Young 
Thoroughbreds). “But in 2012 we bought a 
PA-Bred by Flower Alley named Back Alley 
Ambush. She was the first horse that John 
trained for us and we got so involved in the 
state-bred program that we sent [Bird of Trey's 
dam] Take Me Home Too to Shirley Lojeski’s to 
foal in Pennsylvania.” 

Servis maintains a full barn at Parx Rac¬ 
ing with “quite a few” owners sending him PA- 
Breds to train. He says that most of his owners 
who were not breeding in Pennsylvania before, 
such as the Youngs, have been converted to 
foaling mares in the Keystone State. 

“The program is just that good here in 
Pennsylvania,” Servis affirms, noting that part 
of his success is due to the opportunities for 
PA-Bred racehorses. “As a trainer, you always 
try to find the best place to run your horse. 

The Nursery Stakes, for example, is perfect for 
a young Pennsylvania-Bred, and it is ridiculous

not to use it as a confidence builder for a 
young, potential stakes horse. It’s the distance 
and the timing that makes it so appealing. I’m 
based at Parx, which doesn’t run babies until 
later in the year, so it is kind of like a test for 
both quality and distance.” 

This year has already been a rewarding 
one for Servis and his owners. Beginning March 
30 with a smashing 4%-length allowance 
victory by Someday Jones at Penn National, 
the Servis barn captured nine races in a row, 
including an outstanding four-win day at Parx 
Racing April 4. Five of those nine winners 
were bred in Pennsylvania: Someday Jones 
(by Smarty Jones), Miss Avalon (Jump Start), 
Authoritative (Pollard’s Vision), Hearty Jones 
(Smarty Jones) and Smarty Mr D (Smarty 
Jones). Servis’s Joshtylane Farm owns a piece 


of Smarty Mr D, who broke his maiden by lead¬ 
ing at every call to close out that brilliant April 4 
race day at Parx Racing. 

As the calendar moves into the heart of 
the racing season, the future looks even more 
promising. In addition to Nasa and Bird of Trey, 
current PA-Bred standouts include multiple 
stakes winner Res Judicata and four-time 
winner Neshaminy. Pennsylvania-Bred maiden 
winners Authoritative, Anytime Soon (by Fair¬ 
banks), Humility (Indygo Shiner), Key Cheyne 
(Smarty Jones), Miss Avalon and Smarty Mr D, 
as well as Nasa’s unstarted full brother Kend¬ 
ricks, are just some of the talented youngsters 
in the Servis barn. 

J.R. and Rita Young have been attending 
the big, premier races for years as fans and 
traveled to New York in 2004 in order to cheer 


on Smarty Jones during his epic Triple Crown 
attempt. It was on the massive Belmont Park 
backstretch that the couple met John Servis for 
the first time. 

Rita Young remembers, “He was so 
gracious, signing our [Smarty Jones] hats 
for us. We were so impressed, but had no 
idea he'd eventually be training for us in 
Pennsylvania.” 

Entering the industry in Pennsylvania 
has been an incredibly smart decision for the 
couple. Now just over 10 years later, thanks to 
John Servis and his expert knowledge of the 
fantastic Keystone State breeding and racing 
program, JRita Young Thoroughbreds has 
become just one more ownership group that is 
hooked on the opportunities that can be found 
within Pennsylvania horse racing.

Preparations Continue for 91 st Virginia Gold Cup; 
New Racing Website Is Introduced 


Racing plans for 2016 and beyond continue 
to evolve along with a new industry website, 
informational meetings with horsemen and 
breeders and of course, preparations for the 91st 
running of the Virginia Gold Gup. 

Members of the Virginia Equine Alliance 
(VEA) met with representatives of the 
Maryland Jockey Club (MJG) to discuss partner 
opportunities and several options were proposed. 
The first is a Mid-Atlantic Day event at Pimlico 
on June 25 th where up to five races on the card 
would be exclusive to Virginia-breds and an 
additional five for Maryland-breds. Three of 
each state’s bred races would be stakes and the 
remaining ones would be overnights.

Phase two involves conducting a series of 
stakes on a single day to create an impact card. 

For the third straight fall, five $60,000 Virginia- 
bred stakes — the Oakley, Brookemeade, Bert Allen, 
Punch Line and Jamestown — will be contested at Laurel 
on September 24th. Field size was strong in last year’s 
second edition with between 9-12 starters leaving the gate 
in each of the five events. 


a mainstay at Colonial Downs over the years, is to retain 
their graded status so when thoroughbred racing returns to 
the Commonwealth next year, they can be run at Morven 
Park in Leesburg. No final decision had been made yet as 
of press time. 



The third phase of discussions revolved around running 
a trio of graded stakes in Maryland once again. The 
Grade 2 Commonwealth Derby and Turf Cup, along 
with the Grade 3 Commonwealth Oaks, were held at 
Laurel last fall. The goal for these three, which had been 


In the meanwhile, there will be live racing opportunities 
for horsemen this year while work at Morven Park 
continues. Flat races will be held at Great Meadow in 2016 
as part of the spring Virginia Gold Cup program on May 
7th, and again in fall as part of the International Gold 
Cup card on October 22nd. Preparations are in full swing 
for May’s 91 st renewal, which is 
expected to attract a crowd of 70,000 
people. Pari-mutuel wagering will 
be available on the five steeplechase 
and three flat races, which carry 
combined purses of $400,000. Fans 
will be able to also bet the Kentucky 
Derby after the final live race of 
the afternoon. Dr. William Allison, 
Gold Cup Race Chairman, told 
members of the Virginia Racing 
Commission at its March meeting 
that sales are up 5% over last year. 
The 2016 “Cup” program features 
the theme “Then And Now”, which 
is being incorporated into the annual 
tailgating contest. Reserved tailgating 
spots are available on North Rail, 
South Rail and on Members Hill, 
and can be purchased by calling 540- 
347-2612.

The VTA will have a tent on Members Hill, which 
will serve as an educational Off Track Betting Center of 
sorts. Event attendees will be invited to stop by to learn 
about betting opportunities with on line wagering partners 
TVG, XPressBet and Twin Spires. Handicappers and fan 
education staff will be on hand to teach tailgaters how 
to wager and offer help in selecting top choices for the 
Gold Cup races and those being simulcast from Churchill 
Downs. “Until we get Off Track Betting Centers up and 
running in Virginia, proceeds from bets made via our ADW 
partners are funding all aspects of racing including purses 
and breeders bonuses,” said VEA President Debbie Easter. 
“We need to take this unique opportunity to educate as 
many of the 70,000 Gold Cup attendees as we can about 
year-round pari-mutuel opportunities. If we can turn just a 
fraction of that crowd in to year round horseplayers, it will 
be a success.” 

In another initiative, the VEA introduced a new 
industry website in March at virginiahorseracing.com. The 
all-encompassing site will serve as a marketplace where 
all industry stakeholders, from both the thoroughbred, 
standardbred and steeplechase sides, can access details 
about upcoming VEA related events. Horsemen can 
simply learn of race and stakes conditions, entries, results, 
race office contact information and directions, while 
potential race attendees — from a fans perspective — can 
easily access those event details and hours, admission and 
tailgating prices, guest services contacts and more. Results 
and replays from past racing events are available along with 
detailed information on VEA member organizations. A 
“Bet Now” page will also serve as a source where fans can 
learn about the partner ADW companies (mentioned in the

above paragraph,) year round wagering opportunities and 
how proceeds from wagering help Virginia racing. 

VEA Track Superintendent John Dale Thomas, who 
recently completed a track “refreshening” project at the 
Middleburg Training Center, is nearing completion of 
a similar project at Donna and Karen Dennehy’s Eagle 
Point Farm in Ashland. The two week stint involved 
peeling the cushion back to the base, replacing all the 
drain tiles, rebasing the track with a new layer of clay, and 
redistributing the cushion evenly. “It’s a clay based track,” 
said Thomas, “And we found a place to harvest the clay 
right at the farm so the project moved along seamlessly. 

We had good weather with a little bit of rain, which made 
conditions ideal.” 

For the immediate future, Thomas’s efforts will be 
focused on the VEA’s two main future pari-mutuel racing 
venues. Morven Park is slated to begin thoroughbred 
racing in 2017 and track preparation and upgrades will 
begin shortly. The Shenandoah County Fairgrounds 
in Woodstock will play host to standardbred racing 
beginning in September, and Thomas will be involved in a 
comprehensive track widening project as well. 

Progress reports on these projects will be updated via 
the new website and through social media channels — 
Facebook, Twitter and Instagram — linked to that site.

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2015 West Virginia-bred Champions

T his is the time of year when 
owners, trainers and especially 
breeders eagerly await the 
phone call from the Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association office to alert 
them of whether their time, effort 
and money has paid the ultimate 
dividend towards being crowned a 
West Virginia-Bred champion. 

The results are in, but this year 
there appears to be a cloud of 
uneasiness that looms over the 
proceedings. 

Obviously, the following columns 
will detail an abundance of 
deserving winners, however the 
number one topic on the lips of 
many planning on attending this 
gala event is the future of their 
industry. 

Charles Town Races, which is 
the home to many owners, trainers, 
breeders, jockeys and horses, is 
under political attack. 

Horse racing is being annually 
targeted as a life preserver for the 
decline in revenues from coal, timber 
and natural gas. 


If this assault continues then jobs, 
a way-of-life and a town could be 
financial broken. 

There is definitely a philosophical 
disconnect between the state 
capital and our beloved Jefferson 
County. In a word, what defines 
Charleston's approach to our 
Armageddon is subsidy. 

Politicians have subverted the 
original language in the agreement 
formulated by legislators, horsemen 
and management to make it appear 
we are receiving a hand-out. 

The best explanation I have been 
able to interpret is this: years ago the 
horsemen, track management and 
politicians sat down and agreed to 
legislation that would preserve and 
expand the local Thoroughbred 
business model. Monies for this 
endeavor would not come from 
citizens taxes or from ordinary lottery 
play. This money is self-contained 
from casino activity, by formula, by 
original agreement. 

For years, this system had an 
exemplary constitution, until recently 


when word games and greed crept 
into the successful equation. 

Fortuitously, the cities of Charles 
Town, Ranson, Bolivar and Harpers 
Ferry have heard the horseman's 
cry for assistance and they have 
collectively stepped up to draft 
resolutions in support of this cause. 

The Eastern Panhandle has long 
been a citadel for horse racing, 
breeding and farming. 

I hope that small town values 
and morals based on an agricultural 
economy will resonate well into the 
future.

Owner/trainer/breeder John

Brown Advisory Challenge Provides 
New Allure for Rich Iroquois Meet

Heather and John Snook’s Thistlecrack, Eng¬ 
land’s dominant staying hurdler, crushed his op¬ 
position in Cheltenham Racecourse’s £300,000 
Ryanair World Hurdle (Gr. 1) on St. Patrick’s 
Day and became the only horse with a chance to 
win the $500,000 Brown Advisory Cheltenham 
Iroquois Challenge this year. 

The second half of the challenge is the $200,000 
Calvin Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1) at Nashville’s 
Percy Warner Park on Saturday, May 14, and no 
decision was announced immediately whether the 
eight-year-old will take up the challenge. 

The Brown Advisory Challenge, announced last 
fall, adds even greater allure to the 75th annual 
Iroquois Steeplechase, which offers the highest 
purses of the spring season, $450,000, slightly 
more than the Virginia Gold Cup one week earlier. 

The Calvin Houghland Iroquois received a 33% 
purse increase this year, from $150,000, and is the 
richest spring stakes race. 

The Brown Advisory Challenge offers a tempt¬ 
ing target to any horse capable of winning both of 
the Grade 1 races in a 12-month period. 

An even-money favorite in the Ryanair World 
Hurdle, Thistlecrack was always going well under 
jockey Tom Scudamore moved out of the pack to 
keep pace with front-running Cole Harden after 
two miles of the nearly three-mile contest. 

Thistlecrack seized the lead before the next to 
last fence, and Alpha Des Obeaux made a move 
toward the leader. But Thistlecrack was going eas¬ 
ily and opened a daylight lead into the final fence. 
He steadily pulled away from his only challenger 
up Cheltenham’s sloping run-in and won by seven 
lengths. Longshot Bobs Worth finished third, 33 
lengths farther back. 

Scudamore, the son of legendary English jump 
jockey Peter Scudamore, described Thistlecrack 


as the best horse he has ever ridden. Thistlecrack 
also broke a zero-for-94 mark for the younger 
Scudamore at Cheltenham. 

Now the winner of four straight races, Thistlec¬ 
rack ran the Ryanair World Hurdle’s distance in 
5:42.60 on turf rated as good with spots good to 
soft. “He’s gone from being a very nice horse to a 
superstar,” said his trainer, Colin Tizzard. 


Iroquois Chairman Dwight Hall said at least 
one overseas trainer is considering a run in the 
Calvin Houghland Iroquois with an eye on taking 
down its $ 120,000 first-place purse and then taking 
aim on the Ryanair World Hurdle at next year’s 
Cheltenham Festival to claim the Brown Advisory 
Challenge bonus. Altogether, the purse and bonus 
would total almost $1-million. 
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Sam Slater concludes a notable video career.

woman in eastern Pennsylvania, and his sister, 
Joy, was a top rider who once had a mount in the 
Grand National at Aintree, England. 

While his sister was beginning her ascent in 
the sport, Slater took up the camera to record 
the races. He continued his film work while at¬ 
tending the University of Pennsylvania, and he 
subsequently landed work overseas with David 
Balding, a cousin of prominent British trainers 
Ian and Toby Balding. Based in London, David 
Balding provided independently produced foot¬ 
age to the BBC that included auto races, the 
Grand National, the Epsom Derby, and the Irish 
Derby. “The experience with David opened my 
eyes to the possibilities,” he said. 

Back in the States, Slater was asked to put 
together a film crew for the 1979 Maryland

Sam Slater retiring 

Sam Slater, who built HCP Sports from a 
self-described one-man band into a leader in 


live video sports programming, is retiring. 

But don’t expect the affable horseman to dis¬ 
appear from the jump-racing scene. Chairman 
of the National Steeplechase Foundation, he 
will continue to be a regular at many race meets 
and will serve as the non-executive chairman 
of HCP Sports, which he owns. 

“It was just the right time,” said Slater, 65. 
“I have a lot of other things going on, and I es¬ 
pecially want to help non-profit organizations.” 
At last count, he said, he is on 12 non-profit 
boards. “I like to help out, and I’m also hoping 
to relax a little bit.” 

National Steeplechase Association President 
Guy J. Torsilieri hailed Slater’s contributions 
to steeplechasing over more than 35 years. “It 
is impossible to describe fully how important 
Sam has been to our sport,” Torsilieri said. “He 
has been an innovator, and the service that he 
and HCP Sports have provided to American 
Steeplechasing has helped it to increase its 
popularity and prosper.” 

American jump racing is a highly visual 
sport, and since the late 1970s Slater has been 
at the forefront of providing the images seen 
by sports fans around the globe. As technology 
has advanced, he has adopted the latest tools to 
chronicle the world of jump racing. 

Among the many innovations over the years 
have been the helmet camera to provide a 
rider’s perspective, the use of a Steadycam to 
provide up-close coverage of races, and drone 
videography to create a unique view. 

That he chose to apply his art to steeplechas¬ 
ing is hardly a surprise. Steeplechase racing is 
in his blood, inscribed indelibly in his DNA. 
His maternal grandparents were Miles and Joy 
Valentine, leading owners into the 1980s. His 
mother, Jill Fanning, was a prominent horse- 
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HCP Sports 


Hunt Cup. “I said, ‘Okay, that sounds good.’ ” 
The film crew he recruited was one of the best, 


from the Sabol family’s Philadelphia-based 
NFL Films, and Slater was on his way toward 
creating Hunt Cup Productions, the predecessor 
to HCP Sports. 

Helping to put together the 1979 crew was 
Damon Sinclair, who became Slater’s business 
partner and now heads HCP Sports. 

Slater entered the sports-video world at an 
auspicious time. ESPN was getting started, and 
it desperately needed content. Plus, the home- 
video revolution had begun, and affordable 
equipment was becoming available. Slater shot 
some early editions of the Colonial Cup, and in 
1982 was asked by Foxfield race director Steve 
Groat to record that Virginia meet. 

Perhaps the biggest breakthrough was the first 
Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase in 1986 at Fair Hill, 
which Groat then was managing. Hunt Cup Pro¬ 
ductions was hired to provide live footage from 
the Maryland course as part of NBC’s coverage 
of the third Breeders’ Cup World Championships 
at Santa Anita Park in Southern California. 

Steadily, Hunt Cup Productions added new 
clients, and late in the 1990s the National 
Steeplechase Association approached Slater 
about videotaping all of the race meets. The 
pace could be hectic, especially when three race 
meets are being run on the same day. 

Slater said he and his wife, Lomie Forbes, 
will not miss the frenetic pace of race day and 
the worry about everything working as it should. 
Still, he looked back over those years and de¬ 
clared them to be time well spent. 

“I won’t miss worrying about whether ev¬ 
eryone was paid and that I was paid,” he said. 
“Through the years, we’ve employed a few 
hundred people. For the most part, we’ve had a 
good time doing it.”

Looking Back 


75years ago 

I A crowd of 20,000 turned out for the 
Maryland Hunt Cup and watched favorites 
Coq Bruyere, owned by John Strawbridge and 
ridden by R.P. Hamilton, and Vaunt, ridden by 
owner Stuart Janney Jr., battle from the 21st 
fence to the finish, with the Strawbridge 
colorbearer getting the victory by a half- 
length. 

The run of 12-year-old Coq Bruyere, 

“the little gray,” was well admired: “His stay¬ 
ing power throughout the race was indeed 
remarkable, having set the pace over 13 of the 
22 fences and finishing one second behind the 
record time of 8 minutes and 44 seconds.” 

I Stuart Janney had a superb spring season, 
guiding Vaunt to a course record (5:31%) in 
the My Lady’s Manor, and bringing Winton 
home first in three races—the Harford, Streett 
Memorial (at My Lady’s Manor) and Grand 



National-the latter in course record time of 
6:30 for the 3 miles. The feat at My Lady’s 
Manor prompted the following observation 
about Janney: “His experienced hand and 
marvelous sense of rating brought home two 
winners in one day. The accomplishments of 
Mr. Janney are a goal towards which every 
young jockey should aim.” 

I Mrs. Victor P. Noyes’ He Rolls, purchased 
at the Timonium yearling sale for $425 and 
trained by her husband, won the Arkansas 
Derby. 

He Rolls, a son of * Rolls Royce, went on to race 
through age 11, made 168 starts and won 39 times. 
His best season came at 7, adding a second stakes win 
by taking the New Year's Day Handicap and finish¬ 
ing second in the Dixie at Pimlico. He retired with 
earnings of $90,937.

25years ago 

I Tim Capps was hired as 
first vice-president of rac¬ 
ing and public relations of 
Pimlico and Laurel in January. 

He brought with him a vast 
knowledge of the Thorough¬ 
bred industry, in a career that 
included director of the Stud 
Book operations for The 
Jockey Club, racing writer, 
editor and publisher of The 
Thoroughbred Record and vice 
president for racing services 
at Matchmaker, which helped 
develop new events such as the revival of 
the Pimlico Special and the Laurel Turf 
Festival. 

“I had thought that someday I’d like to 
find myself on a race track, because that’s 
where this industry begins and ends,” he 
said. As for the outlook for Maryland? 
“Like death and taxes, there will always be 
a breeding and racing industry in Mary¬ 
land. It’s an exceptionally solid environ¬ 
ment, with a long history and tradition.” 

I The 3-year-old Maryland-bred filly 
Wide Country got her sixth stakes win in 
a row when taking the $200,000 Pimlico 
Oaks-G3. Owned by former professional 
baseball player Tommy Tanner, the filly 


was purchased at an 
Ocala 2-year-olds 
in training sale for 
$50,000. “I wanted 
a good horse. I told 
[trainer Bob] Camac 
to get me a good 
one. That was all I 
asked,” said Tanner, 

| the owner of a bowl- 
| ing alley in Wilming- 
| ton, Del. Through 
the end of March the 
filly had won eight 
of 11 starts, seven 
stakes, and earned 
just shy of $400,000. 

I Virginia-bred Hansel demolished Turf¬ 
way Park’s track record while winning the 
Jim Beam Stakes-G2, covering 1 Vs miles 
in 1:46 3 /s, more than two seconds faster 
than the previous mark. 

I New Jersey breeder/owner/trainer 
Gerald “Gerry” Sleeter had a gratifying 
win with Eleven Spurs, who captured her 
second stakes, the Tosmah Handicap at 
Garden State. She was a daughter of his 
farm stallion Better Arbitor and the final 
foal of the first horse Sleeter ever owned, 
Spurs Image. Injured at 3, Spurs Image 
went on to produce 10 winners from 10 
starters. Sleeter noted Eleven Spurs “is by 
far the best of the bunch.” 


Eleven Spurs was the best runner, but her 
year-older full-sister Image's Image was the best 
producer, as dam of millionaire Who's the 
Cowboy and $459,755-earner Eleven North. 
Eleven Spurs failed to produce a live foal. 

I Middletown Stables in Colts Neck, 

N.J., owned by Joseph and William 
Stavola, was home to the mare First 
Mirage, purchased five years earlier by the 
brothers at Keeneland’s January sale for 
$51,000 while carrying her first foal. With 
two foals of racing age, the Riva Ridge 
mare was the dam of Joey’s First Jove 
and Missy’s Mirage, winners of their first 
stakes in March. 

First Mirage only producedfive foals over 
12 years, yet proved a goldmine as Missy's 
Mirage went on to earn $838,894 and win nine 
stakes, two Grade Is. foey's Firstfove amassed 
$309,072, and the yearling of 1991, Classy 
Mirage, won seven stakes, five graded, including 
the Grade 1 Ballerina, while earning$716,712. 

M A letter to the editor by Edmund T. 
Mudge IV was prompted by a recent 
editorial on attracting new owners. “The 
MHBA might do well to follow the lead 
of the TOBA and establish a new owners 
committee to not only beat the bushes 
for prospective investors, but more 
importantly to provide a support system 
for these new investors which will indeed 
make them feel confident about the 
integrity of this industry.”

m Kauai King became the first 
Maryland-bred to win the Kentucky 
Derby and photographer Peter 
Winants went to Churchill Downs to 
cover the colt’s every move, as well as 
those of his connections — owner Mike 
Ford, trainer Henry Forrest and groom 
James “Popeye” Stevenson. 

After the race, the Derby win¬ 
ner’s breeder, Dr. Frank A. O’Keefe, 
discussed the offspring of Sweep In, 
who dropped the Native Dancer colt 
when she was 21. Famed horseman 
Tom Gentry purchased the mare’s son 
On the Road as a yearling in 1958 for 
$21,000, a horse described by O’Keefe 
as the fastest foal she ever produced. 

“It was because of [that colt] that Tom 
Gentry bought Kauai King for Mike 
Ford.” Kauai King was sold at Saratoga as 
a yearling for $42,000. 

I Jay Trump retired the Maryland 
Hunt Cup bowl—his third win coming 
surprisingly easy, by 8 lengths over 
Mountain Dew—and was promptly retired. 
Mary Stephenson’s 9-year-old gelding 
“had finally run out of competition.” 

It was a magical spring, as Jay Trump 
and Tommy Smith captured the My Lady’s 
Manor, with Mountain Dew third, and 
Mountain Dew followed with a front-

running victory the next week over Jay 
Trump in the Grand National. It was 
Mountain Dew’s fourth victory in five 
years in the race-he had also defeated Jay 
Trump in the 1963 running. 

I Native Dancer achieved a rare 
double-siring the winners of the 
Kentucky Derby and Kentucky Oaks 
in the same year, as his daughter 
Native Street notched a victory as well. 
Since his first runners came to the 
races in 1958, Native Dancer had 25 
stakes winners through the spring of 
1966 (his crops averaged 25 foals). 


m The Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association took steps to shift emphasis 
from 2-year-old sprints to rewarding for 
longer events for 3-year-olds and up. 

Among the changes was a request that 
there be no 2-year-old spring stakes under 
the Maryland Fund Program, which the 
Maryland Racing Commission accepted, 
resulting in Pimlico’s Walden Stakes being 
dropped. To emphasize the longer races, 
the Survivor Stakes at Pimlico—at 1 Vs 
miles for 3-year-olds-was created. 


10years ago 

I Bob Manfuso sat down for an 
interview with editor Lucy Acton. The 
successful owner/breeder, racetrack and 
farm owner, horsemen’s representative 
and organizational leader was one of 
13 members of the newly assembled 
Breeders’ Cup board of directors. He 
spoke about the major issues affecting 
racing, in Maryland and the nation. 

I Wild Gams remained undefeated for 
the year with a victory in Aqueduct’s 
Grade 3 Cicada Stakes, scoring over previ¬ 
ously undefeated Celestial Legend. The 
daughter of Forest Wildcat, bred in New 
Jersey by owner Everett “Eb” Novak’s 
New Farm, completed 6 furlongs in 
1:09.66. It was her second stakes win of 
the year from three starts. 

I Reckless Ways, claimed by 17-year-old 
Lacey Gaudet for $18,000 in January (her 
father, trainer Eddie Gaudet, signed the 
ticket), captured the Harrison E. Johnson 
Memorial Handicap two months later. 


“I’m so into the horses, so hands on, 
my parents [her mother is trainer Linda 
Gaudet] depend on me. I gallop for them 
and do what I can to run the shed.” 

Reckless Ways became the first stakes 
winner for rider Rosie Napravnik, who 
was dominating the winter meet at Laurel. 

I King T. Leatherbury entered his 3-year- 
old homebred Ah Day in the Horatius 
Stakes but was about to scratch for a 
softer allowance spot until urged by 
assistant trainer Avon Thorpe and jockey 
Ryan Fogelsonger to stay in the stakes. Ah 
Day backed up their faith with a come- 
from-behind victory in his fifth career 
start, his first in stakes company. 

I Park Avenue Ball was named 2005 
New Jersey-bred Horse of the Year. The 
son of Citidancer was the state’s leading 
runner for the year, with $351,000, and 
was on the board five times in seven 
starts his 3-year-old season, all stakes. 

He won the Long Branch Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes-G3 and placed in three graded 
races, including the Grade 1 Haskell 
Invitational Handicap.

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History Lessons 


Works of French masters 
on display at sporting library 


A n exhibition featuring art from the collections of the 
Virginia Museum of Fine Arts (VMFA), including the 
Collection of Mr. and Mrs. Paul Mellon, will be on display 
at the National Sporting Library and Museum (NSLM) May 6 
through July 31. 

The French Horse from Gericault to Picasso: Works from the Virginia 
Museum of Fine Arts includes more than 40 paintings, sculptures 
and works on paper by artists as varied as Pablo Picasso, Antoine- 
Louis Barye, Edgar Degas, and Theodore Gericault, and repre¬ 
sents every major movement in French art from Romanticism to 
Fauvism. “Omnipresent in 19th-century France, the horse was 
portrayed in every manner and style by all types of artists,” note 
exhibition organizers from the VMFA. 

The NSLM is one of three stops for the traveling exhibition— 
the University of Richmond was first and University of Mary 
Washington will be the third. 

It is through the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts Statewide 
Partnership Program that NSLM gained access to the exhibit. 
VMFA developed the program to support its mission as a state- 
supported, privately endowed educational institution created for 
the benefit of the citizens of the Commonwealth of Virginia. Its 
purpose is to collect, preserve, exhibit, and interpret art, to encour¬ 
age the study of the arts, and thus to enrich the lives of all. 

With the support of the VMFA, the NSLM is able to make 
admission to the museum free of charge for the duration of the 
12-week exhibition. 

Included among the works traveling to Middleburg are Pablo 
Picasso’s Jester on Horseback, , a 1905 large oil on composition board 
from the artist’s French-influenced Rose Period (for which NSLM 
will be the only venue); two paintings by Alfred de Dreux and two 
sculptures and three pencil studies by Edgar Degas. “The equine- 
themed exhibition featuring several horse-racing subjects holds 
strong appeal for NSLM members and area visitors,” says Claudia 
Pfeiffer, NSLM’s George L. Ohrstrom Jr. curator of art. “We are 
excited to be a venue for the exhibition and to showcase such a 
distinctive collection of works.” 

The NSLM will celebrate the opening of the exhibition with 
two separate events: 

A reception and lecture on Friday, May 6 from 6 p.m. to 8 p.m. 
at which time Dr. Mitchell Merling, Paul Mellon Curator and Head 
of the European Art Department at VMFA, will give a presenta¬ 
tion entitled “British and French Horses: A Conversation in Art.” 
This event is free to NSLM members and $10 for non-members. 

A coffee reception on Saturday, May 7 at 10 a.m. followed by a 
gallery talk given by Merling on the subject of “Working with the 
French Horse.” This event is free to NSLM members and $5 for 
non-members.
